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CHANGES IN MICHIGAN 


NEW TERM RULE IS ADOPTED 





Instructions on Antidiscrimination Law 
Sent Out by Inspection Bureau— 
Reductions in Annual Rates 





The new term rule, calling for 75 per- 
cent of the annual rate for each year 
after the first, has been put into effect 
in Michigan, and a flat reduction of 15 
percent in annual rates is advised by 
the Michigan Inspection Bureau on 
risks affected. ' 

Details of the reductions, with ad- 
vice on the antidiscrimination act, 
which goes into effect Aug. 24, and 
other matters are contained in the fol- 
lowing circular sent out by the bureau: 


To Agents—Enclosed is a complete set 
of new leaves for your book of advisory 
rules. Please remove and destroy the 
old leaves. A number of changes were 
necessary and in order to save you some 
trouble and avoid confusion it was 
thought better to reprint the entire book. 


Reductions Under New Rule 


Term Rule—The most important change 
is the adoption of a better and more 
uniform term rule which provides that 
such risks as are eligible for a longer 
term than one year (farm risks excepted) 
may be written only as follows: 

Two years—1% times the annual rate. 

Three years—2% times the annual rate. 

Four years—3% times the annual rate. 

Five years—4 times the annual rate. 

This change will naturally affect build- 
ings heretofore eligible to be written for 
a longer term than one year, and in order 
not to increase the rates a flat reduction 
of 15 percent is advised on the present 
annual rates of all fireproof, brick, stone 
and concrete (not hollow block) mercan- 
ue buildings, theaters and office build- 
ngs. 

Also on all classes of construction of 
the following buildings (not contents): 
churches, schools, court houses, libraries, 
jails, asylums, hospitals, almshouses, re- 
form schools and infirmaries. 

This reduction does not apply to 
sprinklered risks, dwellings and apart- 
ment houses. 

This reduction applies only to the pres- 
ent published rates. All advisory rates 
published on and after Aug. 9, 1915, will 
be figured under new basis tables and con- 
tain the reduction. 


Points of New Law 


Antidiscriminzation Act (taking effect 
Aug. 24, 1915)—The legislature of Michi- 
gan has recently enacted a law to provide 
supervision of rate making bureaus and 
prohibit discrimination in fire insurance 
rates. For your tnformation we give you 
some of the salient features: 

1. (See. 1) Every fire insurance com- 
pany shall maintain or be a member of a 
rating bureau. 

2. (Sec. 5) No fire insurance company 
or rating bureau shall fix or charge any 
rate which discriminates unfairly be- 
tween risks of essentially the same haz- 
—_ and the same degree of fire protec- 
tion. 

3. (Sec. 11) The state banking com- 
missioner, attorney-general and insurance 
commissioner shall constitute the board 
to receive written complaints of discrimi- 
nation, and shall have power to order un- 
fair discrimination removed. No sucnr 
discrimination shall be removed by in- 
creasing the rate unless it shall be shown 
that the increase is justifiable. 

4. (See. 16) Violations of the pro- 
visions of the law by any company, agent 
or rating bureau shall suspend their au- 
thority to transact business in the state 
until it shall have paid the state a pen- 
alty of $100 for each violation. 


Other Subjects Covered 


Legal Time—The legal time for Michi- 
gan is Central Standard, which in order 
to avoid confusion should be uniformly 
observed in writing policies. 

No endorsement to this effect is neces- 
sary, but it is important and agents in 
Detroit (where Eastern Standard time has 
been adopted) or other localities are urged 
not to endorse policies with a time clause, 
particularly Central Standard or sun time. 

Pro Rata (or Average) Clause)—In ac- 
eordanee with the recently enacted law 
which takes effect Aug. 24, 1915, we have 
adopted a new pro rata clause, which has 
been approved by the eommissioner, and 
a copy of same as well as all other 
clauses and forms have been filed with 
him for the benefit of our subscribers. 
This clause is now ready for distribution. 


Instructions on Dwellings 


Dwelling Schedule—The advisory rules 
will contain a new dwelling schedule for 
use in sixth class towns and localities 
where no specific rates are published. In 
such towns where specific estimates are 
published each book will be provided with 
its proper dwelling schedule.

CONTINENTAL WINS A CASE 





Policyholder Delinquent in Paying a 


Premium Not Allowed to Re- 
vive a Farm Policy 





A verdict that indicates a tendency 
to admit the claim of insurance compa- 
nies that failure to pay premiums 
vitiates policies, was rendered in the 
district court at Garnett, Kan., recent- 
ly. The suit was that of Kennedy vs. 
Continental. The policyholder was a 
farmer, who had delayed payment of 
premium for a month. One night 
lightning killed some mules; the next 
day he came in and paid his premium, 
and later filed his claim. 

The agent explained, he testified, 
when the premium was paid, that in- 
surance covered property only from 
the moment of payment, and not for 
the month past, during which the pay- 
ment was delinquent. The _ policy- 
holder asserted that the payment was 
retroactive. The fact that the agent 
had received the money under the dis- 
agreement or possibility of misunder- 
standing was used freely in the trial. 
But the decision was that the payment, 
merely applied from the date of giving 
the money, and could not operate to 
revive the policy to such an extent 
that the insurance on the mules could 
be collected.

CANNOT GET POLICIES 


TROUBLE OVER WHISKY LINE 





Companies Unable to Cancel Off Quar- 
ter Million Dollar Risk—Clause 
Covers Unknown Owners 





A peculiar situation, involving $250,- 
000 of fire insurance, has arisen in 
Kentucky in connection with the finan- 
cial troubles of a leading distilling com- 
pany, which is now in the hands of a 
creditors’ committee. Since this devel- 
oped the fire insurance companies have 
been endeavoring to cancel the insur- 
ance on whisky manufactured by the 
company and*stored in its warehouses, 
The distillers have declined to surren- 
der the policies, however, on the 
ground that they contain the clause 
that the insurance is to be payable to 
the legal holder of the warehouse re- 
ceipts, and as the whisky in many cases 
has been sold, it is necessary to hold 
the insurance to protect the present in- 
nocent holders of the warehouse re- 
ceipts. The companies have made for- 
mal demand for their policies, and as 
they have not been forthcoming the 
next step is in doubt. 


Warehouse Receipts Duplicated 


The situation is further complicated 
by the fact that it has been asserted 
by the creditors that the warehouse 
receipts in some cases have been dupli- 
cated wrongfully, in order to provide 
collateral for loans, and hence there 
is a strong probability that overinsur- 
ance exists. In the event of a loss it 
might be difficult to prove this, how- 
ever, as the government records of 
whisky production are not available. 
Hence the companies regard ft as im- 
portant to terminate their liability. 

Owing to the peculiarities of the 
whisky business and the fact that the 
insurance does not apply against any 
particular lot of barrels, which could 
be identified by their serial numbers, 
the situation, as it exists, is very com- 
plicated. In some cases the insurance 
policies have been turned over to pur- 
chasers of the whisky; in other cases 
they are attached to the warehouse re- 
ceipts held by the banks, and some are 
doubtless in the hands of the distillers. 


Olause Covers Receipt Holder 


Fire insurance men who are inter- 
ested in the present case are of the 
opinion that it will bring to an issue 
the question of writing insurance on 
whisky with the present clause, mak- 
ing the insurance payable to the legal 
holder of the warehouse receipts, with- 
out endorsement. This clause was put 
on a number of years ago, and at the 
time was strongly objected to by the 
companies. It is now in general use. 
The present experience demonstrates 
the disadvantages of the proposition, 
and may lead to the elimination of this 
clause, a plan which would require en- 
dorsement at every tran$fer, and there- 
fore would give the companies a rec- 
ord of the change of ownership of the 








whisky, which they do not have at 
present.

Should Be Divorced From Politics

ered by having to meet the demands of 
politicians. His talk was in the nature 
of a review of the work done in the In- 
diana. department. The Indiana depart- 
ment has done much through the use 
of bulletins, thousands being sent out 
each year to farmers, moving pic- 
ture exhibitors, garages, etc. Several 
schemes now being used by his de- 
partment to reach the general public 
were explained by Mr. Richman, such 
as exhibitions of defective flues at the 
state fair, moving pictures on fire pro- 
tection, the use of the press and several 
others. 


Address by T. Alfred Fleming 


T. Alfred Fleming of Cleveland, chief 
inspector of the Ohio state fire marshal 
department, followed Mr. Richman and 
spoke of ways and means being used 
in Ohio to eliminate the fire hazard. 
He urged more hearty cooperation of 
the various state departments. 

Captain Conway of the Cincinnati 
Salvage Corps gave a rousing talk on 
fire protection, a subject that is very 
close to the captain’s heart. He said 
that the Cincinnati fire loss for the first 
six months of this year amounted to 
only $195,000, and the best previous 
half yearly record was $350,000. He 
complimented the women’s clubs for 
the educational work done among the 
children. 


State Fire Marshal Buckley Speaks 


Bert Buckley, the recently appointed 
fire marshal, was present and was called 
upon for a talk. He said that his suc- 
cess depended on the support and co- 
operation given him. “Why I took this 
job, or can any good come out of Day- 
ton?” was the title Mr. Buckley gave his 
address. He pledged a square deal to all 
and said the department was open to 
everyone. Department changes will be 
made slowly, Mr. Buckley said, and 
every capable man will hold his present 
position, During his talk Mr. Buckley 
told a number of good stories, making 
them fit quite naturally into his re- 
marks. 

W. B. Goodwin, state agent of the 

Aetna, was unable to be present, being 
on a vacation at the home office and in 
his absence the paper he prepared on 
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the state building code was read by 
Aaron B. Jones. 

The events that took place on the 
second day were additional proof that 
the program was very well rounded 
out. The idea of not having all of the 
business sessions in one day is a good 
one and results in a larger attendance 
at all meetings. Because of the rainy 
weather the beach sports were some- 
what interfered with, although they 
were held. The program and arrange- 
ments this year were very largely in 
the hands of the younger men an 
many features were introduced that 
will very likely become permanent. 
The dinner on Wednesday night, at 
which no speeches were permitted, 
made a decided hit, 149 being present.

UNDERGROUNDERS DISCUSSED 


Commissioner Dunbar Tells Policy- 
holders Objections to Insurance 
in Unauthorized Companies 


Tennessee for a number of years has 
been fighting unauthorized insurance and 
William F. Dunbar, the new insurance 
commissioner, has not relaxed the op- 
position of the department. Recently 
a citizen of the state submitted to the 
department four policies written 
through Chicago brokers, asking for 
an opinion on them, and in his reply 
Mr. Dunbar pointed, out the objections 
to underground companies. Mr. Dun- 
bar’s reply has been printed and will 
be used in the fight against unauthor- 
ized companies in the state. His letter 
was as follows: 


This is to acknowledge your letter, en- 
closing four fire insurance policies issued 
by Chicago brokers, and asking our opinion 
as to whether the policies are legally is- 
sued and the companies good. 


Could Not Sue in Tennessee 


These companies are not licensed to 
transact insurance business in this state, 
nor are the brokers issuing the policies 
authorized: to’ write insurance in Ten- 
nessee. Hence, the policies are illegal and 
would not be recognized by the courts of 
this state. In case your property were 
destroyed by fire and the companies were 
not disposed to pay the loss, you could 
not sue them in the courts of Tennessee. 
You would be obliged to sue each com- 
pany separately and at its domicile. That 
means you would have four suits in dif- 
ferent parts of the United States, trying 
to recover $4,000 in all. It would be 
necessary to employ four attorneys to 
represent you, besides the heavy expense 
incident to proving up your case by at- 
tendance of witnesses, or taking of depo- 
sitions. The law of Tennessee expressly 
prohibits unadmitted companies from 
sending representatives into .the state to 
adjust losses. 


Would Cost 50 Percent 


If you have heretofore escaped litiga- 
tion, your attorney will probably advise 
you that the four suits: would cost you 
about 50 percent of the amount of your 
insurance. You may be sure that the 
companies writing this underground busi- 
ness are fully aware of the immense dis- 
advantage you are under and will likely, 
in case of loss, drive a hard bargain in 
the adjustment. 


Admitted Companies Are Supervised 
Now as to whether these companies are 
‘good.” 


The insurance department is maintained 
primarily for the purpose of protecting 
citizens of Tennessee from unsound insur- 
ance. See Insurance Co. vs. Craig, 106 
Tenn., p. 621. To this end the department 
makes careful investigation of all com- 
panies applying for admission to the state, 
and they are required to file annually 
sworn statements showing in detail their 
financial condition. Periodically the de- 
partment has the admitted companies ex- 
amined by experts, and whenever in the 
judgment of the commissioner it is neces- 
Sary, special examinations are made to 
determine whether the company is safe 
and is transacting its business lawfully 
and honestly. 


Would Comply If They Could 


I can give you no official opinion con- 
cerning the companies whose policies you 
enclosed. They are not subject to the 
laws which were enacted for the protec- 
tion of our citizens. Even if we knew 
about the companies now, it would not be 
information of any value, as their finan- 
cial condition might be seriously impaired 
ina year and we would have no means of 
knowing it, as they are not subject to our 
Surveillance. As most men prefer to do 
business openly and lawfully it is reason- 
able to assume that if companies doing 
this underground business were in a con- 


‘dition to comply with the very reasonable 


requirements of our-law, they would for- 
mally enter the state and dignify their 
business by being represented by citizens 
of Tennessee, whom you would personally 
know and could trust. 

, Speaking from many years’ experience 
in the insurance business, I have a well- 
founded belief that companies that do this 
underground business—ignore our laws 
and pay no taxes—will not .be character- 
ized by solicitude for the rights of a citi- 
zen who has frankly trusted them with all 
his legal rights in the matter. Why should 
such corporations be more punctilious in 
dealing with a citizen than with the state? 


Improvements Would Reduce Rate 


I have taken the trouble to investigate 
your question of rate, as I assume you 
had no other reason for placing your in- 
surance beyond the protection of the state. 
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I find you have what is admittedly a 
“hazardous” risk, exposed by a nearby hay 
warehouse, also hazardous. Your plant is 
beyond the reach of public fire protection 
and you have no private protection. The 
current rate on your risk is $5.05 per $100 
of insurance. By properly protecting the 
opening from your boiler house to your 
mill, and by providing casks of water and 
fire pails (which you should by all means 
do for your own protection), you can re- 
duce the above rate to approximately $4.60 
per $100 of insurance. 


Safety Worth the Price 


The difference then between the rate at 
which you could insure in companies doing 
a lawful business in the state and the rate 
at which these outside companies have 
written it ($3.85), would be 75 cents per 
$100. In other words, you would then save 
only $30 a year on $4,000 insurance if you 
placed it with the outsiders. As it is now, 
you save only $43.40 a year. Don’t you 
think as a business proposition that it’s 
worth $43.40 a year (the amount of premi- 
um you are saving) to know your insur- 
ance is good; that it is written by a man 
who knows how to write your policies to 
comply with our laws; that you can sue 
the companies right here at home by serv- 
ing notice on the insurance commissioner, 
who can accept service, under the law, 
for all companies doing business in the 
state? He can accept service even after 
the company has withdrawn, and as long 
as it has anything at risk in the state. 


Carrying Own Instrrance 


The very fact of your sending these 
policies to this department for an opinion 
proves that you know nothing about them, 
and that you are uneasy. Hence, although 
you have paid a premium, you are carrying 
your own insurance in anxiety. 

_ If there is any doubt about it, it is not 
insurance. 

It is nothing to your discredit that you 
know little or nothing about insuranCe. 
It is not possible for you to know about 
it any more than you can run your busi- 
ness and master law and medicine. All 
states have recognized the impossibility 
of their citizens perfecting themselves in 
insurance matters. That is why all the 
states have created insurance departments. 


Need Good Insurance for Bad Hazard 


The very fact.of your risk being hazard- 
ous is reason for you to be certain that 
your insurance is good, because your 
chances of burning are high. Like every- 
thing else the cost of insurance is relative. 
Good insurance will cost you more than 
doubtful insurance. In the first case, 
however, the company carries your risk; 
in the latter, you save a few dollars and 
carry part, or all, of your risk yourself. 

If you retain the policies, which I re- 
turn herewith, you will please remit to 
this department at once the sum of $4.62, 
being taxes due on your premium. Sec- 
tion 5, chapter 430, Acts of 1899, provides 
that when taxes on premiums are not paid

CHICAGO AND SUBURBAN

In the outside districts the reduction 
is allowed because of the favorable ex- 
perience on equipped risks. In the 
down-town district, which is the sec- 
tion bounded by Lake Michigan, the 
Chicago river and Harrison street, a 
part of the conflagration charge has 
been eliminated. This does not apply 
to fireproof buildings, as they have

Critchell, Miller, Whitney & Bar- 
bour, the Chicago agents, in a little 
pamphlet that the firm gets out once 
in a while, called “Insurance Tips,” 
have the following to say concerning 
revision of dwelling rates in Chicago: 

It begins to appear quite certain that 
the dwelling house rates in Cook county 
will be reduced. It remains to be seen 
how soon they will be reduced and just 
how the reduction will come about. The 
companies are reducing rates on dwelling 
houses elsewhere and Illinois will un- 
doubtedly be taken up shortly and re- 
ceive treatment of the same: kind. 

The schedule for rating dwelling 
houses, which is the result of several 
years work on the part of experts, is 
considered by many experienced people 
to be too complicated for practical use. 
It is being tried in Minnesota now with 
rather unsatisfactory results. 

In Illinois, following the practice else- 
where, a change of term rates will prob- 
ably occur along with the reduction of 
the annual rate on dwellings. The three 
year rate will be two and one-half an- 
nual premiums, while the five year rate 
will be four annual premiums.

STATE FIRE FUND CONTINUES 








Bill to Repeal Wisconsin Scheme Lost 
In Senate—Water Reservoir 
Is Covered 





The efforts to wipe the Wisconsin 
state fire insurance fund off the statute 
books came to an unsuccessful con- 
clusion last week with the killing of 
the bill in the upper house. Prospects 
for favorable action by the senate 
were thought good until it was learned 
that the assembly had adopted an 
amendment, by Assemblyman Caldwell, 
directing the state to cancel all insur- 
ance of any kind on its property. In 
this shape the bill was sent over to the 
senate. Of course, this proposal did 
not appeal to any senators from a busi- 
ness standpoint, for state property has 
been a rather common source of fires 
in the last few years, as insurance men 
well remember. 

There was little discussion when the 
bill came up in the senate, and on the 
final roli-call the bill was nonconcurred 
in by a vote of 19 to 7. Thereupon a 
motion to reconsider this vote was en- 
tered and lost, thus precluding the 
revival of the bill at this session. 

Senator Frank Hanson of Mauston 
paid his respects to the fund. He had 
some figures, he said, but did not yn- 
derstand them very well. This “mau- 
soleum,” referring to the new marble 
capitol, was insured for $2,500,000, a 
water reservoir, the Lincoln statue 
(of bronze), and other things, includ- 
ing a coal shed sunk in the ground at 
the state prison, some hog pens that 
were carried around and set down 
wherever the hog might be, a few chick- 
en coops, etc., were among the insur- 
able property benignantly protected by 
the state fire insurance fund. 





See Ekern as Candidate 


A story that comes out of Milwaukee 
has it that state fire insurance of pri- 
vate property will be the platform on 
which Herman L. Ekern, former in- 
surance commissioner, will run for 
governor of Wisconsin next year. The 
story is that the LaFollette forces al- 
ready have laid plans for the campaign 
on this issue. It is not pretended that 
the LaFollette-Ekernites will try to

DISTRIBUTE THE SCHOOL LINE 


A novel method of distributing the in- 
surance on the public school property of 
Fargo, N. Dak., has been adopted by the 
board of education.

COURT DENIES INJUNCTION 














Appeal to Supreme Court in North 
America’s Case Against Oklahoma 
Insurance Board 





A permanent injunction restraining 
the operation of the new Oklahoma 
antidiscrimination-agents’ license-un- 
derwriters agency law was refused last 
Saturday by Judge E. D. Oldfield of 
the district court at Oklahoma City 
last Saturday in the suit brought by 
the North America. The writ of man- 
damus, requiring Commissioner A. L. 
Welch to license the company’s agents, 
also was denied. 

The temporary restraining order is- 
sued against the board remains in ef- 
fect, however, for forty days. An ap- 
peal will be taken immediately to the 
supreme court. in the injunction suit. 
The supreme court must give imme- 
diate consideration to the cases. Mo- 
tion for a new trial was filed Monday 
in the mandamus action. 

Rumors of a special session of the 
legislature to cure the defects in the 
law have been revived, with the addi- 
tional report that Governor Williams 
will not summon the legislature until 
the supreme court has passed upon the 
cases. 





Sees $39,000,000 Profits 


One of the best-known business men 
of eastern Kansas, E. R. Moses ot 
Great Bend, paid a visit to the insur- 
ance department recently to ask sev- 
eral things—mainly that his fire rates 
be reduced. In the course of his re- 
marks he charged that the stock com- 
panies have made in profits something 
like $39,000,000 off of Kansas in the 
last forty years, and refused to believe 
that it cost anything like 40 percent 
to handle the business. 

Mr. Moses also wanted to ask the 
department for individual classifica- 
tions for fire rates, and could not be 
made to understand what a tremen- 
dously big task such a classification 
would entail. 

The visit to the department was the 
result of recent inflammatory articles 
in Topeka and other newspapers, at- 
tacking the fire companies and alleging 
tremendous profits from the fire insur- 
ance business. 





Judgment Against Agents 


Judgment was given the Hartford 
Fire in circuit court at Little Rock, 
Ark., against Rainwater & Hellums, 
agents, for $2,629.62. It was alleged 
that the defendants were negligent in 
renewing a policy and that the com- 
pany did not have time to act on it be- 
fore the building was destroyed by fire. 





Lightning Losses Heavy 


Lightning, during an electrical storm 
Saturday night, struck and destroyed a 
number of oil tanks in and around 
Cleveland, Okla. The loss approxi- 
mately was $138,000. There was prac- 
tically no insurance on the tanks. In 
Tulsa the lightning destroyed the plant 
of the Tulsa Manufacturing Company 
with a total loss of $50,000. It was esti- 
mated Sunday morning that $200,000 
would not cover the total loss of prop- 
erty in Tulsa from the electrical storm. 


WORKING TO REMOVE HAZARDS 


Special flre inspectors of the Texas 
state fire insurance commission are now 
making inspections in the larger Texas 
cities.

NEW TERM RULE FOR KANSAS 


Wilson Believes Old One Discrimina- 
tory and Reductions Made in 
Annual Rates on Fire Risks 


Topeka, Kan., Aug. 10—(Special).— 
A. new schedule of term rates, whereby 
the annual rates are materially reduced 
in most instances, the three-year rate 
remains practically the same, and the 
five-year rate is materially increased, 
has been approved by the Kansas in- 
surance department in its tentative 
form. 

Superintendent Carey J. Wilson of 
the Kansas insurance department has 
urged that the one, two and three ra- 
tio for one, three and five-year con- 
tracts has been discriminatory against 
the annuals in favor of the five-year 
contracts. He believes the new ten- 
voc nh schedules will’ be much more 
air. 

The tentative schedules show a ma- 
terial reduction in annual rates on both 
fire and lightning, and are to be made 
in all except Class 5 and 6 towns in 
Kansas. In Class 2 the _ reduction 
amounts to about 20 percent. The 
three-year contract remains practically 
stationary in Classes 2, 3 and 4, with 
slight increases in Classes 5 and 6 on 
firc and lightning, with reductions on 
tornado. The five-year term shows an 
upward tendency, especially in the 
poorer classifications. 

The new schedule is based upon one, 
two and one-half and four instead of 
the former one, two and three, Mr. 
Wilson declares, which he believes is 
much more equitable. He expects the 
official schedule to be offered for ap- 
proval in the near future, and if it 
conforms to the tentative schedule, it 
will be approved at once. 





DEATH OF WALLACE DELAFIELD

KENTUCKY AND THE SOUTH 


SEEK COTTON GIN INSURANCE 








Lower Rates Wanted on 20,000 Plants 
in the South—Meeting Set for 
Aug. 16-18 


There are 27,000 cotton gins in the 
south, according to Veigh Cockrum of 
Memphis, manager of the Ginners As- 
sociation, one of the two organizations 
of ginners. Both the Ginners Associa- 
tion and National Ginners Association 
are endeavoring to work out a plan for 
covering cotton gins at a lower rate 
than is now charged. A joint meeting 
of the state associations in the two 
organizations will be held at Memphis, 
Aug. 16-18. Mr. Cockrum desires a 
blanket cover for all the gins of his 
entire membership if this can be worked 
out, but he is doubtful of this on ac- 
count of the differences in state laws 
as regards valuations, three-quarters 
value clauses, resident agent laws, etc. 


ual gin is $2,700. 

Although Mr. Cockrum gave an estimate 
that only one gin out of 200 burns each 
year, he also quoted the loss record of 
Mississippi for last year, where 100 gins 
out of 3,000 had fires. He urged that stock 
companies insuring gins make their re- 
quirements more rigid and believes that 
if the insurance to value'is held down to 
50 or 60 percent, the losses will be re- 
duced. He stated that a gin operated ten 
years is uninsurable, regardless of repairs 
to machinery. In his opinion, the vital 
point to consider, aside from valuation, is 
“housekeeping.” 





REPORTING HAIL LOSSES 


Owing to a misunderstanding on the 
part of local agents regarding the use of 
the Tobacco Hail Insurance Adjustment 
Bureau at Lexington, Ky., as a result of 
which a good many agents were report- 
ing tobacco hail losses direct to the bu- 
reau, a number of the companies have 
notified them that losses should be re- 
ported in the regular:-way. They will be 
turned over to the bureau in cases where 
it is not convenient for the field men of 
the companies to look after the adjust- 
ments. 


RELIEVED BY PRIMARY RESULTS 


Fire insurance agents in Louisville took 
an active interest in the state primaries 
held last Saturday on account of the fact 
that statewide prohibition was the leading 
issue.

PRACTICALLY VALUED POLICY - 





Commissioner Fishback Insists on Pay- 
ment of Full Sum Insured on 
Total Loss 





Insurance Commissioner H. O. Fish- 
back of Washington has attempted to 
make an arbitrary ruling ¢overing cases 
where it is shown that fire companies 
have over-insured property, and where 
the companies in the event of a loss 
insist upon adjustments according to 
present value. He holds that the com- 
pany must pay the full face value of 
the policy, and quotes as his authority 
section 105% of the state insurance 
cote which is, in effect, a valued policy 
aw. 

The occasion for Fishback’s stand 
was in the case where the Vulcan Fire 
of Oakland settled a total loss under a 
$1,500 policy for $989. The commis- 
sioner ordered the company to pay the 
balance. The matter has been taken 
under consideration by a committee 
which represents companies operating 
in the state. 


Favor State Rating Control 


There is considerable agitation ‘in 
Colorado among business men and 
politicians as to the introduction of a 
bill in the next legislature to allow the 
state to control fire insurance rates. 
Just what form this will take is un- 
decided this year, but the feeling is 
growing. From all that can be learned 
the sentiment is not as radical as in 
some of the other states, but it is 
thought wise to have the state insur- 
ance commissioner supervise rates or 
else have a state commission to do so. 
The matter will be talked over with 
the state insurance commissioner and 
others who have views on the subject 
and perhaps some measure will be 
drafted that seems to fit the sentiments 
of the day. 


New Rates for Salt Lake City 


The new rates for Salt Lake City will 
be out in a month or two. They are now 
in the hands of the printers. The rates 
will be made retroactive so as to include 
all policies written within sixty days pre- 
ceding the date of publication. The re- 
duction will be equivalent to from 10 to 
20 percent from the key rate.

never recall such an era of hail losses 
as this year. 





Conditions Were Bad 


_ In addition to the hail storms the 
fields were wet down and machines 
could not be gotten on them to cut 
the grain. This caused the grain to 
e€come over ripe and hence hail caused 
unusual loss at that time, because it 





could not be harvested. Then the stalks ’ 
were made very brittle by the hessian | 


fly, so that the wheat stalks fell very 
easily. 

The season has been a regular hail 
breeder. Conditions have been right 
for hail storms and throughout Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, Oklahoma and Colorado 
hundreds of acres of grain were dev- 
astated by hail storms. Many of the 
mutuals will not be able to meet their 
entire losses, and will have to prorate 
them and others will be forced out of 
business. 


Loss Ratio Will Average 200 Percent 


It is estimated that the average loss 
ratio of all stock and mutual compa- 
nies thus far is 200 percent. Some 
companies will run as high as 300 per- 
cent. Owing to the numerous losses 
the companies have been put to great 
expense in adjusting. Adjusters of all 
kinds were secured and automobile 
hire has run up as high as $200 or 
$300 a day for some of the-companies. 

Business Not So Enticing Now 


It is certain that some companies 
that were contemplating entering the 
hail business will not go into it, owing 
to the “conflagration” hazard that ex- 
ists as shown by this year’s experience. 
Owing to the number of companies in 
the business this year, the competition 
was keen and many solicitors were out, 
so that the amount of hail insurance 
was considerably in excess of that of 
any other year. 

The experience in the Dakotas, Mon- 
tana, Iowa and Minnesota was not so 
bad as in the southwest section, but 
it is unfavorable enough and all the 
losses are not in yet.

T tic Ohio State Firemen’s Associa- 





tion held its fourth annual con- 

vention at Bellaire, Ohio, Aug. 
3-5. It adopted a set of resolutions 
that are of interest to insurance peo- 
ple, they being as follows: 


This association reaffirms its declara- 
tion that fire prevention work, by the in- 
spection of buildings, the removal of 
hazardous conditions and the education of 
the people in habits of fire carefulness is 
the most important duty of fire depart- 
ments. 

We urge the establishment of fire limits 
in every municipality in the state and the 
prohibition of the use of combustible 
roofing within such limits and within 100 
feet of any other building. 

We recommend and urge the adoption 
and installation of national standard hose 
couplings and hydrant fittings in every 
fire department municipality in the state. 

We urge the fire departments of the 
state to be more active in recommending 
the adoption of safety ordinances and the 
passage of laws for fire control and the 
necessity of their rigid enforcement. 

We call upon all firemen to use their 
utmost influence with their senators and 
representatives to the end that an ade- 
quate pension law may be passed, provid- 
ing for the just needs of all firemen, in 
age or disablement, and of their de- 
pendents in event of their making the 
Supreme sacrifice. 

Be it resolved, That the Ohio State 
Firemen’s Association, in convention as- 
sembled, calls on the general assembly of 
Ohio to enact a law fixing the personal 
liability of any person, firm or corpora- 
tion in whose property fire develops by 
carelessness, and prescribing penalties 
therefor. 

That this association go on record as 
favoring the immediate enactment of 
compulsory automatic sprinkler laws and 
ordinances throughout the state. 


NEW REPORT ON CINCINNATI 





National Board Engineers Tell of Their 
Findings on the Fire Protection 
Facilities 

The gross fire loss in Cincinnati for 
the past five years, as given in the 
records of the Underwriters’ Salvage 
Corps, amounts to $5,934,517, the an- 
nual loss varying from $699,473 in 1914 
to $1,814,693 in 1910, $924,052 of which 
was in one fire. The number of actual 
fires averaged 1,269, varying from 1,021 
in 1910 to 1,560 in 1913. The average 
loss per fire was $935, a high figure. 
The average yearly number of fires per 
1,000 population, based on an average 
population of 384,000, was 3.3, a mod- 
erate figure, and the average annual 
loss per capita was $3.09, a moderately 
high figure. 

_ The engineers of the National Board 
in summarizing, conditions in Cincin- 
nati say:

Structural Conditions and Hazards

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NEED OF CLEARING HOUSE 

INSURANCE COMMISSIONER Darst of 
West Virginia struck a note in his re- 
cent pronouncement on inspections that 
shows a vital defect in the present fire 
insurance system, as it affects the fire 
waste. He referred to the fact that 
after a field man or special inspector 
had ordered cancellation of a risk on 
account of physical or moral hazard, 
the agent would probably try it out on 
other companies. He also said that it 
showed that the agent did no under- 
writing but was out after the commis- 
sion. This agent argues that if he did 
not write it, one of his competitors 
would, so he might as well get the 
benefit of it. .Of course, Mr. Darst 
was not including all the local agents 
in this category, but his criticism is 
certainly a just one so far as many are 
concerned. 

It seems to us that here is an oppor- 
tunity for the state fire prevention asso- 
ciations to do excellent work. Ar- 
rangements might be made for every 
cancellation to be reported to head. 
quarters where such action was taken 
for cause. By being’ promptly bul- 
letined to companies it would prevent 
an undesirable risk from being shifted 
around from company to company un- 
til the loss finally came. This is an 
avenue that the state fire prevention 
associations certainly could follow to 
great advantage, and it would remove 
the criticism that Mr. Darst makes of 
the business. 

Mr. Darst is correct in stating that 
much of the good effect of inspection 
is lost by the companies having no 
method whereby information is given 
to their associates when a risk is can- 
celed for a cause. One company may 
gain on its individual inspections by 
cancellation, yet some of its agents 
pass on to it risks that have been can- 
celed by other companies, so perhaps 
the losses even up. The fire waste, 
we believe, could be diminished if the 
state fire preventions could take up 
this clearing house of information on 
canceled risks. Some of the organiza- 
tions have attempted this, but the mem- 
bers are lax in making reports. They 
do not feel obligated to do so and 
hence some never send any in and oth- 
ers only a few. If the practice were 
general and the state fire prevention 
associations would become a clearing 
house for information as to. canceled 
risks, it would meet the demand that 
Mr. Darst makes on the business. 

It is a debatable question as to the 


other point raised about contingent 
commissions. Perhaps later on that 
system will be tried out in a general 
way and it will be interesting then to 
watch the results. 





EXCLUSIVE AGENCIES 


THERE is a very stringent law in Texas, 
a part of the antitrust group, which pro- 
hibits the making of an agreement with 
one man in any one town not to sell to 
anyone else in the same town, although 
this does not affect a bona fide agency 
contract, where the party is in fact one’s 
agent and is selling goods for his account, 
or goods placed with the agent on con- 
signment, title to remain in the consignor 
until sold. To escape violating the law 
it is customary for those selling the goods 
to say to the customer that while it is not 
their policy to sell to anyone else in the 
town, still the right to do so is reserved 
even though this right is seldom exer- 
cised. There is no law in Texas which 
compels a man to sell to another if he 
does not desire to do so, whether tender 
of money be made or not, and it is un- 
necessary to name the reason for declin- 
ing to make the sale. 

Tf this be the interpretation in Dein 
of this law, it is only natural to ask if 
exclusive fire and other insurance agencies 
do not come within its scope. And if it 
be true of Texas, would not the same 
situation prevail in every state where 
there are antitrust laws similar to those 
on the statute books of Texas? The 
point is interesting, inasmuch as Penn- 
sylvania and New Jersey have ruled that 
under the common law, whether rein- 
forced by statute or not, sole insurance 
agencies are illegal. This view of the 
law is responsible for the trouble which 
has arisen at Pittsburgh and other cities 
throughout Pennsylvania over the ques- 
tion of exclusive fire insurance agencies. 





INSURANCE SUPERVISION 


One of the eminent observers of in- 
surance supervision in different sec- 
tions of the country and foreign na- 
tions gives it as his opinion that super- 
vision of the American sort, while 
rendered necessary by our failure to 
require and enforce adequate publicity 
and yet more by our failure to enforce 
criminal statutes against fraud, is, when 
compared with what could be accom- 
plished by simple requirement of pub- 
licity of accounts and the enforcement 
of criminal statutes, an utter failure 
and accompanied by evils of the gross- 
est possible character. 

This observer has struck the nail on 
the head in bringing forward two very 
important factors in dealing with effect- 
ive supervision. Publicity require- 
ments through the national govern- 
ment and rigid enforcement of the 
criminal statutes in regard to using the 
mail for fraudulent purposes, are two 
vital factors that would render insur- 
ance of greater service’ and would be 
much more effective than our present 
methods or than national supervision 
could possibly be. This observer well 
points out the fact that such a method 
would not put the insurance business 
in a straight jacket with the inevitable 
result that through ignorance of many 
people and the clever designing of a 
few, the new and small institutions are

This is 
his. fifth trip to the United States and 
there are few cities of any importance 
in this country which he hasn’t visited. 
Although a young man, Mr. Wenn- 
strom’s ability as an underwriter is 
widely recognized in-his. home country, 
while his many visits to the United 
States, combined with close study, have 
placed him in close touch with Ameri- 
can underwriting conditions. 

A few years ago the insurance com- 
missioner of Sweden, who is a mem- 
ber of the ultra-radical party and holds 
his position for life, attempted to make 
it compulsory for the companies in 
that country tc submit their classifica- 
tions to the government so that his de- 
partment could determine on the rates, 
Mr. Wennstrom’s minute knowledge of 
how disastrous this experiment had 
proven in the United States had much 
to do with the defeat of the commis- 
sioner’s plan. 

His present visit here had to do with 
the appointment of a United States 
manager in succession to the late M. 
L. Duncan, but his decision will not be 
forthcoming until all applicants have 
been considered. In the meantime As- 
sistant Manager Benjamin R. Mowry 
is in full charge as acting manager.

This is evident from the prominence 
given to joint sessions and joint enter- 
tainment features, from the places given 
on the programs to the insurance fed- 
eration movement and the subjects to 
be handled by some of the noted speak- 
ers, especially at the second joint ses- 
sion. Presidents ALEXANDER and GIL- 
BERT and their respective convention 
committees have worked together in 
entire harmony and the programs re- 
flect their views as to what is most 
essential to the interests both of the 
casualty and surety companies and the 
agents in view of prevailing conditions. 

For some time past, and particularly 
during the recent legislative sessions, 
there has been evidence of a public sen- 
timent favoring invasion by the state 
of what was previously recognized as a 
field for private enterprise, while the 
tendency to tax, regulate and hamper 
the insurance business has grown to a 
marked degree. Several states have a 
monopoly of workmen’s compensation 
insurance. Several more have state 
funds whose managements are de- 
cidedly unfriendly to casualty compa- 
nies. Wisconsin has state life insur- 
ance. North Dakota has a state fund 
for bonding public officials. At the last 
session of the Illinois legislature the in- 
surance department tried to get state 
fire insurance. Not alone by legisla- 
tors and public officials, but by social 
workers and writers, is the statement 
made that insurance agents and insur- 
ance companies are unnecessary. 

The officers of the two associations 
believe that only by union of the vari- 
ous insurance forces, and by educa- 
tional work among the people, can 
these false doctrines be combated and 
serious injury to the insurance compa- 
nies and general and local agencies be 
prevented. Impressed with the impor- 
tance of the subject, they have ar- 
ranged the programs to provide discus- 
sion of the relations of the business to 
the state and to the public and to pro- 
vide opportunity for the development 
of more general acquaintance and 
closer friendships between the agents 
and the company officials. 





DID A PUBLIC SERVICE 


In their elaborate exhibit at the Pa- 
nama-Pacific Exposition the AETNA 
companies have done a real public serv- 
ice in visualizing before thousands of 
people the dangers to which workers in 
factories are exposed. The people who 
work in factories frequently do not ap- 
preciate these dangers because they are 
used to them. The rest of the world 
knows very little about them because it 
never has seen them. The experienced 
inspector of the casualty company who 
has seen factories that were right and 
others that were wrong, is able to point

MR. YAPLE’S STATEMENT 


CHAIRMAN WaALLAcE D. Yapte of the 
Ohio industrial commission, comment- 
ing on the recent opinion of Insurance 
Superintendent Taccart and the grant- 
ing by him of licenses to several liabil- 
ity companies to do employers’ liability 
business in Ohio, is quoted as saying 
that it will now be necessary to elim- 
inate the self-insurance provisions of 
the workmen’s compensation act or 
open’ competition between the state 
fund and the insurance companies will 
follow. 

Mr. YapLE seems to look upon this 
as something in the nature of a calam- 
ity. 

His alarm is. entirely unnecessary. 
Judge Taccart has done the employers 
of Ohio a mighty good turn and has 
done the employes of the state no 
harm. He has broken the monopoly 
of the incompetent state fund and has 
put it in a position where it will have 
to stand comparison with the indem- 
nity and service of the stock companies 
or lose business. If the fund is one 
half as good an institution as the in- 
dustrial commission has endeavored to 
make the people of Ohio think it is, it 
should not fear the competition of the 
stock companies. The fact that Mr. 
YAPLE appears to be concerned about 
the subject causes one to wonder 
whether there are not some doubts in 
his own mind as to the real superiority 
of the state fund.

NEW ACCIDENT MANUAL 

AccorpING to reports, the Bureau oF 
Accipent & HEALTH UNDERWRITERS is go- 
ing to prepare a new classification manual 
for the commercial accident business. In- 
asmuch as the world moves, it is probable 
that the old manual now in use for a 
number of years is as badly out of date 
as is claimed. If the bureau does pre- 
pare a new manual, it is to be hoped that 
the companies will give it a much more 
cordial reception than they have other 
moves for the benefit of the business in 
recent years. 

So general has been the refusal of a 
few companies to cooperate in everything 
for the good of the business, however, that 
it will be better to withhold rejoicing over 
the adoption of the new manual until it 
is learned whether some. company has 
found that by using the old one it can 
sell for $25 what it would have to charge 
$30 for under the new one. The attitude 
of some commercial accident companies 
almost forces the conclusion that they 
have conscientious scruples against mak- 


ing any money out of that line of busi- 
ness. 
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SELECTION OF 
ACCIDENT RISKS 


D. C. MacEwen, accident wunder- 
writer of the Pacific Mutual Life, has 
this to say about “Selection of Risks”: 


The agent who is writing his business 

with the future in view always keeps 
foremost in his mind the selection of 
choice risks—men who will prove persist- 
ent premium payers and who will reflect 
credit upon the agent’s underwriting abil- 
ity. ' 
There are many persons who are not de- 
sirable from standpoints other than physi- 
cal. It may be difficult to point out any 
well defined reasons for their undesirabil- 
ity, general character being the determin- 
ing factor. The agent knows certain men 
whom he does not care to consider as 
prospects. A man may attend strictly to 
business during the working hours of the 
day and yet spend his leisure hours in 
such a way as to make him an objection- 
able insurance risk. 


The company should not be asked to as- 
sume liability on persons knowns to be 
reckless and questionable in their private 
lives. “Joy-rides,” with the inevitable 
fatal wreck, are serious menaces to the 
companies from an accident standpoint 
and fast living from a health standpoint. 

man cannot burn the candle at both 
ends and expect to escape for lang. the 
just penalty imposed by nature. Many 
people who are prominent in the business 
and professional world and command ex- 
cellent incomes, lead a private life which 
— them undesirable insurance pros- 

ects. 

Dissolute and reckless persons are, of 
course, off the list of eligibles, as are 
those who habitually and excessively use 
intoxicants or narcotics or who are known 
as careless, quarrelsome or as gamblers. 
The ‘use of liquor has its bearing on the 
accident and health risk to a marked de- 
gree. Persons addicted to the excessive 
and habitual use of liquor, either by daily 
drinking a small quantity or periodically 
becoming intoxicated, are not insurable 
risks. Disability in such persons occa- 
sioned either by accident or illness is pro- 
longed and a slight injury may result 
fatally.. Drug users are not insurable. 


Important clues may be gathered from 
a man’s general appearance and his man- 
ner of carrying himself. A slovenly, un- 
; certain gait may be a sign of uninsurabil- 











ity, while some men make poor risks be- 
cause they are clumsy and awkward. 
here are many persons who cannot 
walk across the floor without tripping 
over a rug or knocking against a chair. 
The claim files disclose instance after in- 
stance where the company has paid three 
or more claims presented by one policy- 
holder for such accidents as “Tripped over 
a rug,” “Stumbled while stepping up curb,” 
“Knocked head against open door,” etc. It 
is true that we are all exposed to these 
mishaps, but with some men getting hurt 
through .their own carelessness or awk- 
wardness is an every week occurrence. 
They simply do not know what to do with 
their hands and feet and are continually 
stumbling or running into something. 
Such men are “chronic unfortunates” and 
this fact makes them poor accident risks. 
Oe * x 


The foregoing deals with physical and 
moral characteristics which can be de- 
tected without the prospect knowing that 
he is under the agent’s observation. There 
are other important features bearing on 
insurability which will perhaps take a 
few minutes of conversation, or even 
answers to questions in the application, to 
bring to light. 

In the early stages of conversation a 
total or partial loss of hearing makes 
itself known. Persons so unfortunately af- 
flicted are not proper risks for insurance 
and should not be solicited. The impair- 
ment places them in the uninsurable class. 

Strange as it may seem at first thought, 
loss of the sense of smell has an im- 
portant bearing upon the insurability of 
a risk and where it is known that this 
power is lacking, the risk should not be 
solicited. It. has been found frequently 
that the victims of gas asphyxiation or 
suffocation from smoke were persons who 
had no sense of smell and hence were un- 
able to detect the approaching danger 
until too late.

BIG CROWD FOR DETROIT 


SUCCESS NOW UP TO MEMBERS 





Association Officers Have Done Their 
Part and Good Attendance Now 
Appears Certain 





The program for the casualty meet- 
ings at Detroit, Aug. 24-27, are now 
complete. The finishing touches are 
being put on the arrangements. The 
officers and committees of the Inter- 
national and National associations have 
done their duty. It is now up to the 
membership to make the.conventions 
a success. That there will be no fail- 
ure on the part of the members is in- 
dicated from the hotel reservations at 
Detroit and the-reports from various 
large cities. Company officials and 
men in the field seem to realize the 
importance of all parties getting to- 
gether at this time. 

Of much importance in bringing out 
a good attendance are the various 
meetings of other organizations to be 
held in connection with the big con- 
ventions. The National Council of In- 
surance Federation Executives will 
convene for the hearing of important 
committee reports and the transaction 
of other business of moment. 


Two Company Meetings 


A meeting of the Fidelity & Deposit 
Agency Association will be held at the 
Detroit Athletic Club on Tuesday eve- 
ning, Aug. 24, following a dinner to 
be attended by the agents and officers 
of the company. No particular pro- 
gram has been arranged for the event, 
it is said, but doubtless there will be a 
number of short addresses and talks, 
as well as the transaction of any busi- 
ness that may come before the organi- 
zation. 

There will be a meeting of the gen- 
eral agents of the National Surety at 
Detroit on Aug. 23, in connection with 
the annual convention of the National 
association. It is thought that at least 
thirty-five agents will be present. This 
meeting will be similar to the one held 
last year.

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SHERMAN ON OHIO PLAN 


POINTS OUT IMPERFECTIONS 








New Yorker Answers Industrial Com- 
mission’s Criticism of the Stock 
Casualty Companies 





P. Tecumseh Sherman, formerly 
labor commissioner of New York, has 
written an answer to recent statements 
of the industrial commission of Ohio, 
which has been published by the Work- 
men’s Compensation Publicity Bureau. 
Mr. Sherman first takes up the com- 
mission’s comparison of rates between 
the state fund and the stock casualty 
companies and points out its absurdity. 

The employer does not get complete 
insurance from the Ohio state fund, 
but rather a right to indemnity for the 
generality of accidents in his enter- 
prise, up to an aggregate amount less 
than such premium. If the compensa- 
tion for accidents in his establishment 
during a semi-annual period exceeds 
the assumed amount, he must pay part 
of the balance and the remainder is 
loaded upon the future rates of the in- 
sured in his class. 


Calls It a Hodge-Podge 


This system, Mr. Sherman points 
out, is a hodge-podge of mutual insur- 
ance and self-insurance, and the so- 
called premium rate is nothing more 
than an advance on account. The 
writer quotes from a French commen- 
tator to the effect that what is wanted 
is certainty. The Ohio plan fails to 
furnish this, as there is no certainty 
to = employer what the cost is going 
to be. 


Regarding the solvency of the Ohio 
state fund he points out that all that is 
known of it is the statement of an in- 
terested actuary. No information has 
been given out as to how the liabilities 
are computed. He cites figures from 
English experience to show the tendency 
on the part of underwriters to underesti- 
mate the outstanding liabilities. He says 
that deferred assessment insurance is pe- 
culiarly subject to the danger of starting 
off with low premiums and eventually 
having to charge such high ones as to be 
oppressive. The French parliament re- 
jected this plan on the ground that the 
politicians in charge of the state fund 
would be under pressure from the em- 
Ployes to pay them more and from the 
employers to hold down rates, resulting 
in a tendency to undercharge in the early 
years, 

Cheap and Poor 


Taking up the matter of relative ex- 
pense of the state fund and the casualty 
companies, he says the cost of adminis- 
tration of the state fund is. cheap be- 
cause it is defective. The fund does not 
inspect risks and, therefore, does not 
make rates that measure the hazard of 
the risk. It does not exercise surveillance 
over claims and claimants, but lets the 
claimant select his own physician and 
usually accepts the physician’s report as 
to the right of compensation. This saves 
on the expense account but not on the 
loss account. 


Agents’ Commissions 


Mr. Sherman contends that the term 
“acquisition expense” as applied in work- 
men’s compensation, is a misnomer, as 
the agent receives his commission more 
for the service that he performs for the 
assured than he does for actually solicit- 
ing the business. He holds that it is not 
wasteful for the companies to supply 
Such services and to pay a fair price 
therefor. Mr. Sherman divides “general 
expense” into three main branches, in- 
Spection and accident prevention expense, 
claim control and settlement expense, 
home office and general administration 
expense. He admits that a board of poli- 
ticians can arbitrarily assess employers 
and distribute the proceeds haphazard 
among claimants at a mere trifling ex- 
pense, but this is not insurance. Complete 
indemnity insurance at fair level rates, 
conveniently procurable when and as 
needed and efficiently administered, is 
necessarily much more expensive, he 
Says, but for general business it is worth 
the necessary additional expense.

First Subrogation Case 


The Fidelity & Deposit has filed suit 
at San Jose, Cal., against George Carey 
for $25,000, alleging that Carey is in- 
directly responsible for the death of 
Jos. A. Bush, who was killed in an 





automobile accident a short time ago. 
This is the first time in the history 
of the local courts that an insurance 
company has filed suit to recover dam- 
ages from the party supposed to have 
caused the accident and requiring in- 
demnification under the workmen’s 
compensation law. Bush was riding in 
an automobile which collided with one 
driven by Carey, who is accused of 
reckless driving.

COMPANY NOT TO LIQUIDATE 





Texas Fidelity & Bonding May Com- 
bine With Other Texas Institu- 
- tions If Opportunity Offers 





Stockholders of the Texas Fidelity & 
Bonding held a meeting at the home 
office at Waco on Tuesday and 
Wednesday of last week, primarily to 
consider a proposition for merger with 
the Republic Casualty of Cleveland, 
Ohio. Among the stockholders there 
has been some opposition to the pres- 
ent administration and this element at 
the meeting endeavored to put through 
a motion for the liquidation of the 
company. It was defeated on this and 
every other proposition it presented, 
the vote showing about 15,000 shares 
for the administration and 10,000 in op- 
position. The proposal of the Repub- 
lic Casualty’ was not accepted, as it 
was not concrete form. A committee 
of eight of the heaviest stockholders, 
headed by President W. H. McCul- 
lough, was finally appointed to receive 
proposals for consolidation. 

Treasurer O. A. Maxwell says that 
the meeting was productive of much 
good, as the administration was able to 
determine the character and force of 
the opposition. The meeting tended té 
bring about greater harmony among 
the stockholders and in his opinion the 
special committee will eventually set- 
tle all the existing differences. Mr. 
Maxwell states that it is the sentiment 
of the majority of the stockholders 
that the company should continue in 
business on its own account unless a 
Texas company can be formed by con- 
solidation or merger, with a capital of 
$1,000,000 and considerable surplus. 

It is stated that the past six months 
have been the most profitable in the 
history of the company. The admin- 
istration, however, has been hampered 
by a limited surplus and the feeling has 
existed for some time that if the com- 
pany could make a satisfactory con- 
solidation with some other institution 
by which a good surplus could be se- 
cured, the development of the business 
could be carried on much more rapidly 
and satisfactorily.

EUROPEAN BRANCH REPORTS 





Hugh Nettle Finds Business of Fidelity 
& Deposit Satisfactory Notwith- 
standing War 





Hugh Nettle, European director of 
the Fidelity & Deposit, who has been 
on a visit te the home office and to his 
home in Brooklyn, sailed this week for 
Rotterdam. 

Mr. Nettle has reported generally 
upon conditions in the countries over 
which he has supervision, namely: Ger- 
many, Austria and Hungary, and his re- 
port is very optimistic. He states that 
the business since the beginning of the 
war has, of course, been considerably 
curtailed, but the losses have also been 
materially less than the losses prior to 
the war, and that no losses whatever 
in his territory are directly attribut- 
able to the war. The only risks being 
assumed by the Fidelity & Deposit are 
those guaranteeing the fidelity and hon- 
esty of employes. Continuation pre- 
miums on bonds written prior to the 
outbreak of the war have been gener- 
ally paid, notwithstanding the fact that 
a large number of persons are at the 
front, and many have been killed. 


Expects Good Increase 


Mr. Nettle reports that the feeling in 
Germany, Austria and Hungary towards 
the United States is anything but an- 
tagonistic and that the standing and 
general reputation of the Fidelity & 
Deposit is very high on the Continent. 
Its embarking in business in Germany 
and Austria-Hungary is generally ap- 
preciated, and it has furnished new op- 
portunity for securing strong guaran- 
tees. After the war is over there will 
unquestionably be a _ materially 1n- 
creased demand for fidelity bonds. 





Fix Excise Bond Rates 


At a conference of general agents of 
surety companies at Indianapolis last 
Thursday with representatives of sev- 
eral companies having jurisdiction over 
the state, it was decided that the new 
rate of $35 should be secured for liquor 
license bonds throughout the state ex- 
cept in six counties, where the old rate 
of $20 will prevail on account of pecu- 
liar local conditions. These counties 
are as follows: Lake (Gary); Tippeca- 
noe (Lafayette); Case (Logansport); 
Vanderberg (Evansville); Vigo (Terre 
Haute); Marion (Indianapolis). 





Makes a Good Increase 


During the first seven months of this 
year the Interstate Surety of Redfield, N. 
‘Dak, had premiums of $23,291 as com- 
pared with $14,565 for the same period of 
last year, an increase of $8,726. The 
company is making a very aggressive 
drive for business but the officers are en- 
deavoring to underwrite very carefully 
and in their opinion the classification that 
the company has on its books is excellent.

MARYLAND GLASS RATES OPEN 








Bureau Gives Up Jurisdiction Because 
of Nonconference Competition 
Mainly in Baltimore 





The Plate Glass Service & Informa- 
tion Bureau met in New York last 
Thursday and a motion was made to 
open rates in Wisconsin to meet non- 
board competition. This was finally 
voted down, as it was thought it would 
establish a bad precedent. vi 

Most of the time was spent in dis- 
cussing the situation in Baltimore. A 
number of companies that are non- 
board in that city signed an agreement 
to uphold the tariff rates, less 33%4 per- 
cent. Since then two or three non- 
boarders have begun business in the 
city and refused to sign the agreement. 
A committee was appointed at the last 
meeting of the bureau to try to bring 
about some amicable solution. It re- 
ported at the meeting last week that 
it was unable to secure any cooperation 
from the companies that had recently 
started in the business at Baltimore. 
A resolution was finally adopted to re- 
move Baltimore from the jurisdiction 
of the bureau. Thus the entire state 
of pa bop is now outside of the con- 
trol. 

It was voted to reduce rates in Troy, 
New York, 25 percent. 

Plans of Interstate 


The Interstate Casualty of Birming- 
ham, Ala., is getting ready to enter 
some additional territory and write 
workmen’s compensation. It will not 
do this until it hag cleaned up the last of 
its old employers liability cases, how- 
ever. For more than a year past the 
company has had an arrangement with 
the Guardian Casualty & Guaranty of 
Salt Lake, under which the Guardian 
reinsured a certain portion of the busi- 
ness of the Interstate, accepting no 
business that was not acceptable to the 
Guardian. The Guardian in turn has 
given the Interstate as much reinsur- 
ance as it received from it. The out- 
standing suits are nearly cleaned up 
and the company has about $500,000 in 
fine securities and productive real 
estate.

More Qualify Than Expected

panies, comprising New York, Brooklyn 
and Newark casualty departments, has al- 
ready qualified eighty delegates to the 
company’s convention at the Panama-

ADVOCATES STATE INSURANCE 





Head of Ohio Health Board Favors 
Sickness Indemnity Plan Handled 
by Public Officials 





Dr. E. F. McCampbell, secretary and 
executive officer of the Ohio state 
board of health, takes up sickness in- 
surance for all the industrial workers 
of the state, in the last number of ‘The 
Public Health Journal,” the monthly 
journal of the department. 

He claims that “health insurance un- 
der the direct supervision of the state 
would be a logical sequel to workmen’s 
compensation insurance,” also adding 
the rather doubtful statement, “that the 
success of the compensation insurance 
plan in Ohio is at least proof that the 
state would be well and successfully 
developed.” 


Three Cornered Plan 


Continuing his discussion, Dr. Mc- 
Campbell says: 


Unlike the scheme for accident insur- 
ance, in which the employer bears the 
‘brunt of the burden, sickness insurance 
appears to be most successfully manipu- 
lated by a scheme which divides the cost 
equally between the employer, the em- 
ploye and the state. Thus, all persons 
who obtain a position must pay a small 
amount, a few pennies a week, usually, 
toward insurance against sickness. Like- 
wise, the employer does the same for 
each workman whom he contracts for, and 
the state adds the third. 

An immediate effect is to at once pro- 
mote all measures which tend to keep 
down the causes for which the insurance 
has to be spent. We see the first fruits 
of the system in the “safety first” propa- 
ganda whith we have with us today. In 
like manner we would see an immediate 
sudden expansion of all measures tending 
to prevent sickness and deaths from dis- 
eases, should state sickness insurance, or 
social insurance covering sickness, be gen- 
erally adopted.

1 the applications numbered 18,227, as 
against 12,068 in the same period last 
year. 
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Organizing Oklahoma Exchange 


Organization of a separate Oklahoma 
exchange for the Kansas Employers 
Inter-Insurance Association is being 
completed in Oklahoma City by J. J. 
Connell, the purpose being to handle 
insurance ‘under the new Oklahoma 


workmen’s compensation act. Mr. 
Connell will be in charge of the branch, 
with offices in the American: National 
Bank building. The exchange was or- 
ganized in 1912 when the Kansas com- 
pensation act went into effect. The 
plan is now operative in Illinois, Wis- 
consin and Texas. 


NEW COMPENSATION POLICIES 








Several Companies Broaden Contracts 
to Cover Occupations Not Men- 
tioned in Declarations 





Considerable revision of workmen’s 
compensation policies is now going on. 
Several prominent companies have is- 
sued new forms within the past few 
months, giving much more complete 
coverage than the old ones did, and 
other companies are feeling the com- 
petition of these forms quite strongly. 
The old employers liability policies 
covered injuries sustained by reason of 
business operations described in the 
declaration of the assured, and in some 
cases operations incident thereto, but 
they clearly excluded liability for op- 
erations not covered in the declaration. 
Inasmuch as the workmen’s compen- 
sation laws of a number of the states 
require that employers insure their 
compensation risks, policies covering 
accidents which might happen only un- 
der certain declared operations would 
stand a chance of falling short of fur- 
nishing, the required insurance. Sev- 
eral of the more recent policies en- 
tirely get around this difficulty by 
agreeing to pay compensation for acci- 
dents to employes received in any class 
of work, even though not described in 
the warranties. The Aetna Life’s pol- 
icy provides that the earned’ premium 
shall be adjusted upon the basis of the 
wages earned for every such occupa- 
tion at the company’s rate applicable 
thereto.

It 
is not certain that it will make. an active 
drive for business. It has valued cus- 
tomers in Kansas City who operate in 
Oklahoma and it is entering largely to 
eare for their interests. 
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DID LABOR GET FOOLED ? 


LOOKS LIKE POLITICAL JOB 








Question Raised Why Cox Administa- 
tion Did Not Prosecute the 
Casualty Companies 





Columbus, Ohio, Aug. 11—(Special) 
—Now that there is no bar to honest 
competition between liability insurance 
companies and the Ohio state fund, 
some of the companies are wondering 
just how broad they shall make their 
policies. The decision practically 
= that they may go as far as they 
like. 

Looking backward over the history 
of workmen’s compensation in Ohio 
and the insertion of the mysterious 
bar clause of 1914—“except employers’ 
liability’—people are wondering if the 
labor party in Ohio did not have one 
“put over on it” by the Cox admin- 
istration. In other words, who or- 
dered those words inserted and why? 
If the liability board had supreme court 
powers, why were not the companies 
having the courage to do a wormen’s 
compensation business of $408,000 in 
Ohio in 1914 in spite of the prohibitory 
clause prosecuted? 


‘Was Labor Fooled? 


The answer seems plain—the state 
administration did not dare, and, hav- 
ing thrown the three-word “sop” to the 
Ohio labor party, took its votes and 
sat back to laugh. Soneone must have 
caught on, for Mr. Cox was everlast- 
ingly lambasted at the polls, and went 
into the political discard head first. 

Now, when the law is made plain, 
comes a protest from labor leaders who 
have evidently been stirred up after- 
wards. Also, there is an absence of an 
answer to Mr. Wilson’s thrusts at the 
commission made some time ago. 

May Be Party Issue 


It is said that liability insurance will 
be a political issue at the next guberna- 
torial election and that the companies, 
while having no objection to compet- 
ing with the Ohio state fund, will want 
one party or the other to come out 
of the hay and declare itself. 

Obviously the party that allowed the 
insertion of the three words in the 
licenses will hardly be in a position to 
get much strength from the liability 
men. It is scarcely possible, after the 
labor party really gets next to the fact 
that it was “played horse with,” that 
state insurance will be as popular in 
Ohio as it was heralded to be by the 
Cox machine.

The association through its 
inter-insurance exchange will employ 
a corps of detectives to run down bank 
burglars and robbers instead of de- 
pending upon well-known organized 
agencies,

committee on insurance, Walter E. 
Wilson of Washington, Kan., a mem- 
ber of the last Kansas house; Will 
Wayman of Emporia, and a prospec- 
tive candidate for governor of the state, 
John E. Wagner of Larned.

NEWS OF COMPENSATION 


CALIFORNIA ACT HELD VALID 








Supreme Court Holds It Does Not De- 
prive Employers of the Equal 
Protection of the Law 





The California supreme court, by a 
majority decision, last week held the 
present workmen’s compensation act, 
which became operative Jan. 1, 1914, to 
be valid. 

The decision was rendered on a pro- 
ceeding in certiorari to review an award 
of the industrial accident board to L. 
Rudder for injuries claimed to have 
been received by him in the course of 
his employment by the Ocean Shore 
Railroad Company. The Western In- 
demnity Company, the petitioner, was 
held liable for the compensation as in- 
surer for the railroad company. 

The law was attacked chiefly on the 
grounds that it deprived the employer 
of property without due process of law 
and an equal protection of the law, and 
that the clauses of the act exempting 
certain classes of employment invali- 
dated the act through discrimination. 


Points in Decision 


Justice Sloss, who wrote the opinion, 
declares that there is nothing “contrary 
to the permanent and underlying no- 
tions of human right in the declaration 
that he who is conducting an. enter- 
prise in the operation of which injury 
to others is liable to occur shall re- 
spond to that injury to those who have 
not, by their own wilful misconduct, 
brought it upon themselves.” 

The decision finds the classification 
of certain industries exempt from the 
act’s provisions to be justified and not 
arbitrary; therefore not to be disturbed 
and not affecting the law’s validity. 
The award to Rudder is affirmed. 

Justice Henshaw,. dissenting from the 
decision, declares that the law has not 
the “slightest reference to the police 
power,” but it is, “simply the expres- 
sion of a mandate by the highest state 
authority.” He holds the act is upheld 
by the state of California, but is in 
violation of the United States constitu- 
tion. 


NEWS FROM OKLAHOMA 


The Oklahoma industrial commission 
ruled on Tuesday that all wholesale risks 
are subject to the workmen’s compensa- 
tion act and must provide for insurance 
of employes. The question was put up to 
the commission last Saturday by the Ozark 
Grocery Company of Tahlequah, a concern 
having no power driven machinery in its 
plant except a small elevator. The com- 
mission had announced that. wholesale 
firms with plants equipped with machin- 
ery would come under the provisions of 
the law. The workmen’s compensation 
law specifically provides that workers in 
retail mercantile houses shall be exempt, 
and the Ozark company evidently thought 
that in instances where no machinery is 
involved, the wholesale establishment is 
much like the retail risk. 


Otis Visits State 


Stanley L. Otis, actuary of the Work- 
men’s Compensation Service Bureau, spent 
Thursday and Friday in Oklahoma City. 
Friday the members of the Casualty and 
Surety Underwriters Association and a 
number of invited guests entertained Mr. 
Otis at the Skirvin Hotel with a luncheon. 
Mr. Otis spoke at length on the manual 
and rules governing the new compensa- 
tion act. He also spent much time with 
the industrial board and with the local 
committee of casualty underwriters. 

H. S. Frost, special representative of 
the Aetna Life, who has just completed 
a trip through Oklahoma, is authority for 
the statement that chauffeurs in the em- 
ploy of retail stores are not protected by 
the law, though automobile drivers work- 
ing for wholesale establishments are. 

The Oklahoma industrial commission is 
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having 10,000 copies of the compensation 
act printed for general distribution, with 
rules and regulations for procedure be- 
fore the commission, 

Though the law will not be effective till 
Sept. 1, it is reported that the “safety 
first” rules and appliances in many of 
the larger concerns have already reduced 
accidents and have cut down the income 
of the damage suit lawyers very much. 


Questions to Be Settled 


A compensation case whose decision is 
likely to prove of interest has recently 
arisen at Milwaukee under the risk of A. 
J. Hewitt, a contractor. His foreman, 
Edmund Ryan, discharged an employe 
named Nowak. They got into an alterca- 
tion, in the course of which Nowak struck 
Ryan over the head with a shovel and it 
is expected that death will result. The 
Guardian Casualty & Guaranty carried the 
insurance in the case. 

At a hearing shortly to be held at 
Saginaw, Mich., John I. Taylor will un- 
dertake to show that he lost an eye as 
the result of erysipelas caused by an ac- 
cident sustained while in the employ of 
the Merrill Elevator Company. 


Status of School Boards 


The Denver school board, after hearing 
a report to the effect that the cost of 
insuring teachers in the state fund would 
be $12,000 a year, decided to learn 
whether school districts, failing to come 
under the compensation law, lose their 
common law defenses in case of accidents 
to teachers and other employes, before 
taking definite action in the matter. 
Therefore a court test will be made to 
find out whether school districts are liable 
for accidents to teachers, janitors and 
other employes, and whether such em- 
ployes come under the workmen’s com- 
pensation act. 


Compensation Notes 


The time has now gone by when em- 
ployers in Indiana can reject the work- 
men’s compensation act from the begin- 
ning of its operations and only 224 em- 
ployers in the state have filed their no- 
tices of rejection. Many of these are 
steam and interurban railway companies. 
Up to the latter part of last week only 
eighteen employers in the state had been 
given the privilege of carrying their own 
insurance. 

The Pennsylvania insurance department 
is preparing forms under the terms of 
the new workmen’s compensation act, ef- 
fective Jan. 1, 1916. The state fund will 
be established shortly, with the appro- 
priation of $300,000 passed by the legis- 
lature. It will be administered by the 
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state treasurer, insurance commissioner 
and the commissioner of labor and in- 
dusairy.

Opens Pittsburgh Office 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Aug. 11—(Special)— 
For the purpose of serving coal mine 
owners after the new Pennsylvania 
compensation laws become effective, 
next January, The Associated Compa- 
nies, specializing in workmen’s compen- 
sation insurance for coal mines, has es- 
tablished its department of safety and 
inspection in Pittsburgh, making this 
city one of the foremost in mine insur- 
ance business in the United States. The 
department is located in the First Na- 
tional Bank building and is in charge 
of Herbert M. Wilson, formerly engi- 
neer in charge of the experiment sta- 
tion of the government bureau of 
mines in this city. The principal duty 
of the department of inspection and 
safety will be to minimize the catas- 
trophe hazard in the coal mines of the 
state. 
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The exportation of horses from this 
country to foreign nations on account 
of the war will be a great stimulus to 
the horse industry in the United States 
und will mean a large increase in pre- 
miums for agents and companies. 
Since the war started it is estimated 
that $59,000,000 worth of horses and 
mules have been sent abroad. Nearly 
250,000 animals have gone from the 
ports of the United States. The war 
governments have been paying from 
$175 to $200 a head for light cavalry 
horses. Heavy draft horses for artil- 
lery service are also being bought. 
Farmers see that there will be a big de- 
mand for horses and they are making 
arrangements to supply the demand. 
Local agents anticipate growing busi- 
ness for the future, . 


Newman Going East 


J. W. Newman, president of the Ken- 
tucky Livestock and also president of the 
National Association of Livestock Insur- 
ance Companies, has gone to Atlantic 
City for a vacation. While in the east he 
will see a number of companies which 
are now writing livestock insurance, and 
will arrange for their cooperation, if pos- 
sible, in connection with the establish- 
ment of uniform practices. It is probable 
that Mr. Newman will be able to do much 
in the direction of paving the way for 
the elimination of certain differences 
which now prevail. 


Work for ‘Unit, ormity 


Some of the live stock insurance com- 
panies have started an agitation looking 
to the adoption of a uniform form of ap- 
plication blank and proof of loss blank. 
At present, it is said, each company uses 
its own form, and considerable variations 
exist in these. It is likely that the sub- 
ject will be taken up by the bureau at 
Indianapolis, of which most of the com- 
panies are members, but it is hardly pos- 
sible that action along this line can be 
taken before the next meeting of the or- 
ganization in the fall. 


National Enters Minnesota 


The National Live Stock of Indianapolis 
has been licensed to do business in Min- 
nesota, 


Applies for Membership. 


The Michigan Live Stock of Saginaw 
has applied for membership in the Na- 
tional Live Stock Underwriters Asso- 
ciation, pending the sale of the remainder 
of its stock and the granting of a license 
to do business, 


No Intention of Leaving Texas 


The Lion Bonding & Surety of 
Omaha informs THe WestTErN UNDER- 
WRITER that there is no truth in the 
statement published last week, attrib- 
uted to that company’s agents at Fort 
Worth, that it intends to withdraw 
from Texas. 

The Lion Bonding has built up an 
excellent agency plant in Texas and is 
doing a very satisfactory business in 
the state. Under these conditions it 


naturally looks forward to the contin- 
ued development of its business there. 
Some months ago the company re- 
insured certain of the lines of one of 
the Texas companies which was retir- 
ing from the field. 
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Bayard F. Holmes, chairman of the 
entertainment committee of the Health 
& Accident Underwriters Conference, 
had announced the plans thus far made 
for the dinner and entertainment fea- 
tures during the meeting of the con- 
ference at Chicago, Aug. 18-20. On

ANNOUNCES “ADVANCED” POLICY 


The industrial department of the Cas- 
ualty Company of America, LeRoy Wood, 
manager, announces its new “Advanced” 
monthly disability policy as a running 
mate of the “Leader” issued by the com- 
pany for the first time about two months 
ago. The distinguishing feature of the 
new policy is a $50 additional benefit 
when illness results fatally. The policy 
is in force for illness thirty days after 
issuance and pays after the first week of 
illness. Nonconfining illness is covered 
in any event. 

Accident benefits run for thirty-six 
months and illness six months. Other 
features are hospital benefits, double in- 
demnity for travel accidents, surgeon’s 
fees for nondisabling injuries and a cer- 
tificate of identification. The $50 addi- 
tional indemnity will be paid in all cases 
where an illness results fatally after per- 
sisting at least seven days and not more 
than six months. This meets the objec- 
tions of insurance departments which 
hold that death benefits are in the nature 
of life insurance and so contrary to the 
charters of casualty companies. 

The rates are as follows: Class AA— 
50-40-500 for $1 per month. Class B— 
40-35-400 for $1 a month. The policy is 
not so wide-open as the company’s 
“Leader” policy, but the benefits run 
higher. 


New Company Being Organized 


The La Salle Industrial Life, Accident 
& Health Benefit is being organized in New 
Orleans by E. M. Weil. he company’s 
authorized capital and surplus are $50,000 
each. It proposes to write accident, 
health and funeral benefit insurance and 
Mr. Weil declares that the company will 
be ready to start in business in Septem- 
ber. He was formerly state agent of the 
Woodmen of the World in Louisiana.

POINTS OUT FLAWS IN LAW 


General Agent of London Guarantee 
Picks Colorado Compensation 
Act Full of Holes 


Colorado’s new workingmen’s com- 
pensation law is full of flaws, according 
to Thomas F. Daly, of Denver, general 
agent of the London Guarantee & Ac- 
cident, who gives out a statement point- 
ing out weak places, abstracted as fol- 
lows: é . 

In the first place it covers only those 
employes in usual course of trade or occu- 
pation; it does not cover cases in which 
an employe refuses to submit to the act, 
leaving the employer liable at common law. 
Nor does it cover employes for the seven 
days after the employer declares accept- 
ance of the law which elapse before they 
automatically come in under it, when em- 
ployes themselves make no declarations. 

f the state fund should become insol- 
vent during the period for which policies 
are written and assessment does not make 
up the deficit, injured employes would be 
— recourse during the life of such 
policy. 

There is no specific time for notice by 
an employe who wishes to withdraw from 
the act, with a possibility of a jury finding 
for the employe who they may sue at com- 
mon law. Should an employer default for 
five days, he automatically loses all bene- 
fits and becomes liable at common law, 
and no protection is offered the employer 
if the act were to be declared invalid.

COMPANIES AMEND LICENSES 








Providence Washington and Assurance

By virtue of the ruling that the 
American Automobile of St. Louis may 
write complete coverage policies in 
Ohio two fire companies have amended 
their licenses in the state so that they 
will be permitted to cover the collision 
and property damage features. They 
are the Providence Washington and As- 
surance Company of America. Other 
fire and marine companies are expected 
to follow suit. 

There are some, however, that were 
shut out by the original ruling, which 
prevented them from insuring against 
collision damage, that cannot under the 
recent ruling secure amendments to 
their licenses. These are the compa- 
nies whose charters or home state 
a do not permit them to write the 
ine. 

They hold to the belief that the com- 
petition of more complete coverage 
policies than they are able to issue is 
still without the Ohio law, despite the 
recent ruling. There is a desire on 
the part of some to throttle this com- 
petition, but it can only be accom- 
plished by testing the ruling in court. 
Efforts are being made, it is under- 
stood, to induce some one company to 
take the initiative in a case. 





Two More Take Up Line 


The Phoenix of Hartford and Equi- 
table Fire & Marine will soon begin 
writing fire and theft insurance on all 
classes of motor cars. H. T. Whitman, 
general agent at the home office in 
charge of the loss department, will con- 
duct the automobile business and is 
now preparing forms. It is understood 
that the companies will not imme- 
diately join the automobile conference 
either in the east or west. 





Seeks Approval From Cities 


The National Indemnity Exchange of 
Kansas City, a reciprocal that insures 
jitney bus drivers, is having a representa- 
tive visit various cities that have required 
indemnity bonds of jitney owners, seeking 











the approval of the municipalities to the 
policies, issued by his concern. He 
stated at Muskogee, Okla., that such ap- 
proval had been secured from cities in 
Iowa and Minnesota, despite the fact that 
the exchange was not licensed in those 
states.

WILL INCREASE THEFT RATES 


Pacific Coast Conference Will Follow 
Change Made Recently in West— 
Authorize Dealers’ Policies 








In view of the continued large num- 
ber of thefts of automobiles in Cali- 
fornia, the Pacific Coast Automobile 
Underwriters’ Association has now un- 
der consideration a plan for increasing 
rates to cover the theft hazard, par- 
ticularly in the larger cities like San 
Francisco, Los Angeles and Oakland, 
where thefts of cars have been most 
prevalent. The increased rate will 
probably be so arranged as to apply to 
automobiles costing less than $1,500. 
The losses were so heavy in 1914 as 
to lead underwriters to believe that the 
year was exceptionally bad, but the 
first six months of this year indicates 
that conditions have in no way im- 
proved. 

The association further contemplates 
that consideration will be given to au- 
tomobile dealers in this state on cars 
held pending their disposal. Rates are 
to be reduced to the same basis as 
charged by the eastern and western 
conferences. 

Both of these important changes in 
rates are expected to be definitely de- 
cided upon by the association at its 
meeting next week. 





USE TERRITORIAL WARRANTY 


Action has finally been taken by the au- 
tomobile committee of the Workmens 
Compensation Service Bureau on the sub- 
ject of automobile liability rates for 
greater New York. There are now three 
districts, the New York City territory, the 
greater New York territory, and country 
territory. The rates for the two outside 
districts will be given on the attachment 
of an endorsement to all policies to the 
effect that machines shall be garaged and 
maintained in the territory for which the 
rate is granted for at least seven con- 
secutive months of the year. 


LOW LIABILITY RATES 


The New Jersey Fidelity & Plate Glass 
has commenced writing automobile liabil- 
ity and property damage insurance and has 
promulgated low rates for New Jersey. It 
has applied to New York for permission 
to write these classes in that state and it 
is expected that it will amend its licenses 
in other — The rates are horsepower 
plus $6.50 for cars. of insurable horse- 
power from 16 to 30 and $14 less than 
conference rates on all cars of more than 
30 insurable horsepower. Its property 
damage rates are approximately 25 percent 
of the liability rates and consequently 
lower than conference rates in the same 
proportion as its liability rates. Some 
companies are retaliating by cutting plate 














glass rates in New Jersey 50 percent and 
threaten to follow a similar course wher- 
ever the New Jersey writes automobiles 
at less than conference figures.

Remarkable Growth of Stock ‘Rate 
Insurance in Home Life 
Companies 


COMMENT ON SITUATION 





Insurance Stocks Are a Most Attrac- 
tive Form of Investment in the 
Connecticut City 





(FROM A STAFF CORRESPONDENT) 

Hartford, Conn., Aug. 10.—The mu- 
tualization of the Metropolitan and 
Prudential and the proposed mutualiza- 
tion of the Equitable appear not to 
have the slightest effect on Hartford, 
which may be looked upon as the 
stronghold of nonparticipating insur- 
ance. “There are only a few of us left, 
but the Travelers is uncompromisingly 
nonparticipating,” was the way an off- 
cial of the company put it to a repre- 
sentative of THE WESTERN UNDERWRITER 
last week. 

The Travelers has .perhaps had the 
most rapid growth of any of the large 
companies during the past few years. 
It does not follow that this is due to 
nonparticipating insurance, as the com- 
pany has a remarkably large agency 
force writing the various branches of 
casualty insurance as well as life, but 
it would not appear that the company 
would have written any more if it were 
on the participating plan. 


Connecticut General Life 


Another Hartford company which 
has had remarkable success as a non- 
participating company is the Connec- 
ticut General. Its success is no doubt 
due to the fact that its officials early 
recognized that on the present mor- 
tality table and interest basis there is 
a large profit in life insurance if the 
risks are carefully selected and ‘the ex- 
penses kept down.

National Life Underwriters Association 
Men Tell of System Used in 
« Soliciting Business 





San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 10—-(Spe- 
cial)—At the first day’s meeting of the 
National Life Underwriters Association 
convention during the afternoon ses- 
sion Hubert H. Ward of Portland, 
Ore., and former president of the or- 
ganization, presided over the five-min- 
ute discussions. The topic was “Sys- 
tem Used in Canvassing.” 

Mr. Ward introduced his subject by 
saying that modern and successful life 
insurance salesmanship is being di- 
rected along the thought of the. father- 
hood of life insurance and the brother- 
hood of life insurance companies. He 
said: “It is the far-reaching father- 
hood of life insurance in this country 
and it is the brotherhood of life insur- 
ance companies and their representa- 
tives which we have at heart in these 
conventions. In these little five-min- 
ute talks you have the opportunities 
to express your views, your successful 
methods along the lines which I have 
endeavored to illustrate. The subject 
today for our consideration is ‘System 
Used in Canvassing’; first, ‘Getting 
Business’; second, ‘Cultivating Pros- 
pects’; third, ‘Closing Prospects’; and 
fourth, ‘Getting Settlements.’ ” 

Lawrence C. Priddy 


Lawrence C, Priddy of the New York 
Life fired the first gun on getting pros- 
pects. He told of his early start in 
New York City and said the secret of 
his success could be allotted to the card 
index system. He arranges chronolog- 
icaily his index of prospects gathered 
from every source—business transac- 
tions, realty transfers and names from 
the morning papers. He calls on all 
his prospects on the days of their birth, 
offering felicitations and says that the 
system pa s big dividends. 


Malcolm Hughes 


Malcolm Hughes of the Northern 
Life of Seattle came next. He keeps a 
record of every interview he has with 
his prospects and makes enough calls 
to keep his nose to the grindstone 
every day. “It is your inner knowledge 
of your prospects that makes the ac- 
quisition of new business possible,” 
said Mr. Hughes. 

Jacob Weil 


Jacob Weil of the Equitable believes 
in the cultivation of the policyholder, 
saying that it is the most fertile field 
for the insurance man. “Every man 
is not a prospect,” Mr. Weil said, “but 
we know that-a policyholder whose 
interests you are looking out for is not 
only a new made friend, but one whose 





confidence you have gained, thereby 
making him easy to approach.” 

Frank E. McMullen of Los Angeles 
spoke of a field to get hold of pros- 
pects perhaps new to many in men 
whose estates would have to pay an 
inheritance tax. Life-insurance collect- 
ible at death is handy money to have 
around, he said. 


Charles Jerome Edwards 


Chas. J. Edwards of New York in a 
rapid-fire talk which the convention 
was loath to see him bring to a close 
said that the old policyholder was the 
best source to watch for new prospects. 
A word from a policyholder who is a 
friend of your company is the best 
recommendation to get close to a new 
prospect. Be of service to your old 
policyholder and he will repay you in 
real aid many times over. 

W. A. R. Bruehl, Sr., of Cincinnati 
told of a book agent who had sold him 
a set of four historical books on Ohio. 
The set cost $25, and it looked like an 
ill-advised purchase until he discovered 
that one of the volumes contained bio- 
graphical sketches of prominent Ohioans.

LEADERS IN SAN FRANCISCO 
President Jesse R. Clark and His As- 
sociate Officers Gather With 
Workers in the Field 





San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 10—(Spe- 
cial)—The Union Central Life held its 
annual convention at Native Sons hall 
yesterday, about 200 delegates attend- 
ing the sessions. About 170 of the 
number arrived in the city Sunday 
morning on the company’s special train 
after having visited many points of. in- 
terest along the route. 

All of the officers of the company 
with the exception of Vice-President 
E. P. Marshall and Medical Director 
Clark W. Davis were in the party. 


Opening Exercises ‘ 


The convention was presided over 
by President Jesse R. Clark. The ad- 
dress of welcome, delivered in a happy 
vein by R. L. ‘Stephenson, general 
agent for the company at San Francisco, 
was responded to by Chas. D. Knight, 
manager of the New York office. A 
letter was read from Edward A. Fer- 
guson, manager of the Chicago office 
and honorary president of the club, re- 
gretting his absence and compliment- 
ing the successful delegates. 


Ferguson Took High Honors 


President Clark introduced the offi- 
cers of the club and announced that 
Mr. Ferguson had qualified for honor- 
ary president through having sent on 
the largest number of delegates. Chas. 
B. Knight, second vice-president of the 
club, showed the largest gain over the 
preceding year, his percentage of in- 
crease being 262 percent. A. A. Thorp, 
third vice-president, wrote the largest 
number of risks, the number being 157. 

At the afternoon session President 
Clark invited all the honorary members 
of the $100,000 club to-seats on the plat- 
form and read a number of congratula- 
tory Itters and telegrams from home 
office officials and others who were unable 
to be present. Actuary Hardcastle ex- 
plained how various rates were arrived 
at, which was followed by a discus- 
sion on the disability clause. 


Explain the Loan Features 


One of the features of the session 
was the explanation by the loan agents 
of the manner in which loans on farm 
property are handled, the company hav- 
ing invested $15,000,000 last year at an 
average rate of 6% percent. A gen- 
eral discussion followed along the lines 
of the recent innovation in life con- 
tracts such as the disability clause 
which the company has_ recently 
adopted, group insurance and the com- 
pany’s recent reduction in premium 
rates. The session ended by an expres- 
sion of gratitude to the officials fittingly 











expressed by the inimitable “Jack” 
Shuff of Cincinnati. 


Presented With a Testimonial 


The Union Central Life held its cele- 
bration at the Panama-Pacific Exposi- 
tion Tuesday afternoon, when 200 dele- 
gates accompanied by their friends met 
at the Ohio state building to take part 
in the program. Garner Curran, 
deputy commissioner of the World’s 
Insurance Congress, presented the dele- 
gates on behalf of the exposition with 
a bronze testimonial of their visit and 
activities. Mr. Curran in his speech 
called attention to the fact that the 
exposition is not only the first enter- 
prise to recognize insurance on the 
same basis as the arts and industries 
which are necessarily in the daily ac- 
tivities, but this is the first time, he 
said, that insurance has been classified 
as “Education and Social Economy.” 


Response Made by President Clark 


Jesse R. Clark, president of the com- 
pany, accepted the token and gave a 
brief outline of the company’s history, 
stating that in the company’s first by- 
laws there was a provision regarding 
profits which stated that the profits 
would first be for the benefit of the 
policyholders, then the stockhoiders 
and the balance to be donated to mis- 
sionary societies. 

Mr. Clark took occasion to thank the 
officials of the exposition for the cour- 
tesies extended and said that the 
World’s Insurance Congress would not 
only be of great benefit to the Union 
Central Life, but to all insurance and 
that it would mark an advancing step 
to better things and a clearer under- 
standing of the profession. 


“Jack” Shuff in Charge 


The ceremonies were in. charge of 
Postmaster John L. Shuff of Cincin- 
nati, who handled the situation in a 
commendable manner. Another speaker 
was J. Early Lee of Dailas, Texas, who 
drew a vivid comparison of the peace 
and contentment in the American man’s 
family in contrast to the present con- 
dition of Europe. A resolution was 
presented and passed unanimously to 
hold the 1916 convention at Washing- 
ton, D. C. The majority of the mem- 
bers will remain in the city until the 
adjournment of the National Associa- 
tion of Life Underwriters.

PROMOTERS IN TANGLE 


MADE SOME QUEER CONTRACTS 





National Capital Life Was to Have 
Boards of Governors, Legal Coun- 
sel and Medical Directors 





Dissension has developed among the 
subscribers to stock of the National 
Capital Life of Washington, D. C., 
which was being promoted by Croom 
W. Walker. The company had at times 
some prominent politicians connected 
with it, and has attracted more or less 
attention. Some extraordinary ar- 
rangements for sale of stock were 
brought to light at a recent meeting 
of stockholders, called after Superin- 
tendent of ‘Insurance Charles F. Nes- 
bit, of the District of Columbia, had 
reported on the company. 

At this meeting, Mr. Walker, Charles 
A. Stallings, the present president of the 
company and a former superintendent 
of the government printing plant, and 
others were called upon to explain cer- 


tain actions on the part of the man- 


agement and directors. It was finally 
decided that a committee be appointed 
by the chair to investigate and report 
at another meeting. The Washington 
Times says that a representative from 
the district attorney’s office was in at- 
tendance at the meeting and that there 
is a possibility of criminal proceedings 
against some of the men connected 
with the affairs of the company. 


Agency Company Given Contract 


The report of Mr. Nesbit sets forth 
that the organization work began last 
November and the sale of stock, which 
had a par value of $10, began at $20 a 
share, $5 to go into surplus and $5 
to go to the organization expense. In 
April of this year, the original plans 
having failed to secure the necessary 
capital, new arrangements were made. 
A contract for the sale of the re- 
maining portion of the $1,000,000 of au- 
thorized capital was given to the Na- 
tional Capital Life Agency, with the 
price fixed at $12. No limit was put on 
the price that the agency company 
might ask. For abrogation of the con- 
tract by the insurance company the 
agency company was to receive liqui- 
dated damages of $75,000, but there 
was no penalty imposed upon the 
agency company for failure to dispdse 
of the stock. 


Old and New Board Schemes - 
A board of governors of 200 people 





scattered throughout the United States 
was also made possible-by a resolution 
at this meeting. To this board was 
to go 10 percent of all first-year pre- 
miums and 2% percent of all renewal 
premiums. A bank deposit agreement 
was also drawn up. By this the com- 
pany would be required to maintain 
in depository banks 70 percent of all 
legal reserves on business produced in 
the county in which the bank was 
located, the bank to invest these funds 
in county bonds and other securities 
that meet the requirements of the 
law, the bank to pay the company 5 
percent on these investments and re- 
tain all excess interest. 


Donation to Agency Company 


Another resolution provides that the 
company shall purchase some of its 
own stock from the agency company 
at $16 a share and dispose of it 
throughout the country. In this way 
the insurance company donates $4 a 
share to the agency company, which 
agrees to reinvest that profit in stock 
in the life company. An agreement was 
also made with the National Capital 
Life Agency to do the underwriting 
and handle all agency and policy mat- 
ters for the company on a commission 
of 90 percent of first year’s premiums 
graded, and 10 percent of all renewal 
premiums, without limit. A board of 
legal advisors was also created by res- 
olution, as well as a board of medical 
directors of 200. The promoters have 
apparently succeeded in putting over at 
this meeting every board contract and 
bank deposit scheme that was ever 
fastened upon a life company.

Contract Was Rescinded 


A contract whereby W. H. Gregory, 
president of the Central Life of Lex- 
ington, Ky., was to receive $75,000 for 
his services in bringing about a merger 
of the Citizens National Life with the 
Inter-Southern Life was filed in court 
in a suit brought against Gregory at 
Lexington. The Inter-Southern filed an 
answer stating that the contract had 
been rescinded and asking that it be 
dismissed as a party defendant.

COMMENTS MADE BY BECKETT 





Medical Director of the Pacific Mutual 
Life Reviews Some of the Leading 
Defects 





Dr. W. W. Beckett, medical director 
of the Pacific Mutual Life, in discuss- 
ing “Impairments Affecting Insurance 
Risks” treats of some of the features 
brought out in the recent medico-actu- 
arial committee report. He says: 

Syphilis—The Medico-Actuarial re- 
port gives the mortality of 179 per- 
cent in all groups in which there is a 
definite history of syphilis, and 138 per- 
cent where the history of syphilis was 
doubtful. 

Syphilitics are never good risks; at 
no time are they safe risks. The mor- 
tality increases with advancing years. 
If they do not die of syphilis, they die 
as the result of that disease. In the 
early stages of the disease there is a 
severe involvement of the nervous and 
circulatory systems, and damage in- 
flicted which will surely manifest itself 
in later years. A negative Wasserman 
test is not conclusive proof that the dis- 
ease is cured; spirochaetae have been 
found months after a number of nega- 
tive Wasserman tests have been made. 
The Salvarsan treatment has _ not 
proven to be a positive cure in all 
cases. We have found no reliable rat- 
ing for this class of cases. We do not 
insure syphilitics. 

* ok ok 

Diabetics—The Medico-Actuarial re- 
port gives a very low mortality for 
groups containing cases with a history 
of sugar. This is doubtless the result 
of a very strict selection. If there is 
a history of sugar and sugar is found 
on examination, we decline; if a small 
amount of sugar is found on only one 
of several examinations made at in- 
tervals of several days, we accept on 
some plan. We still occasionally em- 
ploy the glucose test; if this is nega- 
tive, we do not hesitate to take the risk. 

x Ok Ok 

Albumin—lIf albumin is found on ex- 
amination, without previous history, 
further examinations are made, and if 
the albuminuria. proves ‘to be transi- 
tory, the case is accepted; this is espe- 
cially the rule with young entrants. 
If the applicant is past thirty and al- 
bumin is present in any appreciable 
amount, he is declined; this action is 
also taken if casts, blood or pus is 
found. 

* x * 

Gall Stones—A history of gall stones, 
hepatic colic or bilious colic causes a 
mortality of 130 percent, irrespective 
of the time elapsed since the attack. 
These attacks are prone to recur, and 
surgical interference often becomes 
necessary. We should not accept these 
cases within three years of an attack 
and then only on a rated-up plan. We 
consider operative cases from three to 
five years after cholecystotomy or 
cholecystectomy, if there has been no 
subsequent trouble. 

x ok Ok 


Spitting of Blood—The Medico-Ac- 
tuarial reports gives a mortality of 151 
percent if there has been one attack 
within five years, and 131 percent if one 
attack between five and ten years. 
Where the attacks (one or more) oc- 
curred prior to ten years, the mortality 
was reduced to a little above normal. 
Doubtless there was a very severe se- 
lection in all these groups. We do not 
consider risks with a history of hem- 
orrhage, be it ever so slight, or ar- 
rested cases of tuberculosis until after 
ten years have elapsed after pro- 
nounced cured, and then only those 
found to be first-class in evety other 
respect. 

Applicants living with or exposed to 
others having active tuberculosis are 
not accepted for insurance on any plan. 

Tuberculosis of the glands, tubercu- 


losis of the bone, tuberculosis of the 
spine, and hip joint disease, as a rule, 
render a risk uninsurable. 

* * * 


Pleurisy Other Than Purulent—The 
Medico-Actuarial investigation shows a 
mortality of 146 percent where there is 
a history of one attack of pleurisy with- 
in five years of application, 113 percent 
between five and ten years, and about 
92 percent if the attack was prior to 
ten years. 

We very carefully select these cases, 
taking into consideration age, build, 
family history, and environment. Pu- 
rulent cases are declined. 

* * 


Renal Colic—Calculus—Gravel—The 
Medico-Actuarial investigation shows a 
low mortality in the groups with one 
attack prior to ten years of application. 
There must have been a very rigid’ se- 
lection. My own experience would lead 
me to a different view. The experience 
of the New York Life on risks sub- 
standard by reason of this impairment 
showed a mortality of 150 percent. 
Bright’s disease is about twice the nor- 
mal in these classes. We very carefully 
consider each individual case. 


Acute Articular Rheumatism—One 
attack within five years of application 
increases the mortality about 20 per- 
cent. The death rate from heart dis- 
ease in this class at the younger ages 
at oe is about three times the nor- 
mal. 


We postpone for one year where 


there has been one attack, if not se- 
vere and with no heart involvement. 
Where there has been several attacks 
within five years and those cases where 
there have been heart. complications, 
we decline.

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HOT SHOT AT McLERAN 


HOLZMAN OUT WITH A GUN 





Chairman Organization Committee of 
Special Agents’ Body Scores Chi- 
cago Life Underwriters’ President 





Alfred Holzman, who is chairman of 
the organization committee of the pro- 
posed special agents’ association among 
the life men of Chicago, is considerably 
stirred up over what he believes to 
have been attacks made on him in some 
of the insurance papers which he de- 
clares were inspired by President 
George R. McLeran of the Chicago 
Life Underwriters’ Association. It 
seems that Mr. Holzman sent out a 
thousand letters to prospects, quoting 
rates for term insurance in a company 
other than the Mutual Benefit. Mr. 
Holzman is an agent of the Mutual 
Benefit in Chicago. He states that 
President McLeran has construed this 
method of soliciting business as un- 
ethical, and has branded it as twisting. 


McLeran’s Sincerity Is Questioned 


In his letter to Mr. McLerxan, which 
he has handed to the insurance news- 
papers, Mr. Holzman questions the for- 
mer’s sincerity in his administration 
measures and also asserts that Mr. Mc- 
Leran is seeking personal advertising 
rather than the good of the life insur- 
ance cause. Mr. Holzman claims that 
because a man places insurance in 
other companies than the one that he 
specifically represents it does not make 
him a broker, in the more odious sense 

‘of the term. Mr. Holzman says that 
while he gives most of his business to 
the Mutual Benefit, he places business 
in other companies and says that he 
will not tie himself up to any one com- 
pany. Regardless of the fact that he 
places business with a number of com- 
panies, he insists that he is a first-class, 
legitimate and creative insurance man, 
and says. that he is independent be- 
cause it pays him and it satisfies his 
clients. 

Says He Is a Legitimate Adviser 


Mr. Holzman says that President 
McLeran objects to the statement in 
his letter that Mr. Holzman is an in- 
surance adviser. Mr. Holzman states 
in his letter that he has in his office at 
this time, policies aggregating over 
$400,000 of insurance, which he is 
auditing but not twisting. He says 
that he has adjusted and audited many

times this amount, much of it for lead- 
ing law firms, who paid him a substan- 
tial fee for the service. Mr. Holzman 
says that because term rates are quoted 
and term insurance advised, it does not 
make an agent a twister even if noto- 
rious twisters use term insurance. He 
says there is a legitimate field for term 
insuranee, but that he has never sug- 
gested or written a term policy to take 
the place of a regular policy. Mr. 
Holzman’s letter is full of caustic’ ma- 
terial and sharp thrusts at President 
McLeran. The latter is in San Fran- 
cisco at the National Life Underwrit- 
ers’ Association convention and hence 
ne could not be procured from 
im.

LAPSE IS SHOWN 


Commissioner Darst of West Virginia 
Calls Attention to the Vast 
Waste Each Year

Commissioner Darst of West Vir- 
ginia calls attention to the vast lapse 
in life insurance. He says: 

“I desire to direct the attention of 
the life insurance agents—particularly 
the general agents—and the companies 
doing business in West Virginia, to the 
startling fact that during 1914- more 
than $19,000,000 of insurance ceased in 
West Virginia, only $1,250,000 of which 
ceased by reason of death. This com- 
pares with $32,000,000 of new business 
obtained during the same period. The 
great bulk of these lapses was at the 
first or second renewal. Many com- 
panies made net losses of West, Vir- 
ginia business in force, for the year. 

“Certainly here is a serious situa- 
tion, one which detrimentally affects all 
parties concerned, including surviving 
policyholders, by reason of dividend 
losses, especially in those companies 
having a high expense ratio. There is 
no more important subject—none more 
worthy of attention—in the field of life 
insurance today—than this question of 
prevention of lapses. Is it possible that 
the companies in their scramble for 
new business are failing to pay proper 
attention to the old? Is the reason for 
the failure of instirance to stick that it 
has not been properly applied?”

BILL -_DID- NOT BECOME LAW 





Statute Not Altered in Regard to, 
Change of Beneficiary 
in Ohio 





The Ohio insurance department has 
been deluged with correspondence fol- 
lowing the announcement last week 
that a prominent company considered 
the signature of the beneficiary neces- 
sary in order to change the beneficiary, 
even where the right to change was 
reserved in the policy. It was stated 
that the company took this view under 
“a new Ohio law,” known as the Fel- 
linger act. It turns out that the Fel- 
linger bill was not enacted into law, 
the only insurance measures enacted 
in Ohio last winter being the fire mar- 
shal curative act, the agents’ license 
bill, the antitwisting bill and the casu- 
alty investment bill. Thus there is 
nothing new in the Ohio statutes to 
alter the rules regarding change. of 
beneficiary.

NET COST CALCULATIONS 


Ir is interesting to note the methods 
adopted by various participating com- 
panies making up their net cost show- 
ings for the use of agents. Net cost 
pamphlets are becoming almost as es- 
sential as rate and value books in the 
agent’s “kit.” The plan adopted in 
the “Policyholders’ Digest” of showing 
the net cost for five years both with 
the dividends deducted and with the 
dividends and cash surrender values 
deducted, thus indicating the liberality 
of the company also in case of sur- 
render, is being pretty generally 
adopted. The five year period is also 
becoming more popular than the seven 
of ten year period. 

Many agents do not catch the dis- 
tinction between showing the dividends 
for 1915, or the ‘current year, on poli- 
cies issued in each of the last five 
years and the dividends for each of 
the past five years on a policy issued 
five years ago. Virtually all the show- 
ings made are of the current year’s 
dividend on policies issued in each of 
the last five years rather than of the 
net cost record of a policy issued five 
years ago. To add the net cost of 
each year is therefore technically in- 
correct, since the four or five dividends 
deducted are in reality all 1915 dividends 
on policies issued in each of the pre- 
ceding five years. In the “Policy- 
holders’ Digest” and other similar pub- 
lications, these additions are made for 
convenience, inasmuch as, in case there 
has been no change in premium rates, 
the nci cost figures out the same on 
both assumptions, but they are as a 
matter of fact technically incorrect. 

The Provivpent Lire & Trust is one 
of the companies which issues annually 
a very complete five-year net cost 
showing. In a little booklet of thirty- 
six pages it has shown the net cost for 
the first five years at all ages from 20 
to 59 on some fifty forms of policies. 
By eliminating the dividends and sim- 
ply showing the gross premium and the 
net cost with dividends deducted much 
saving of space is achieved. 








CONSERVING THE APPLICATION 

Tue New York Lire in a recent bul- 
letin to agents, speaking of getting a 
settlement at the time of the applica- 
tion, says the time at which the appli- 
cation is secured is when the prospect 
is the warmest and most enthused. If 
man is a creature of impulse, as he is, 
the New York Lire says that when this 





impulse is the strongest is the time to 
get him to bind the bargain by some 
cash with application. 
Many of the best life insurance men 
have found that mu¢h time and energy 
are lost if sufficient money is not se- 
cured on deposit when the application 
is taken to make it good. Frequently 
the policy has to be resold, as in the 
interim the policyholder grows cold 
and his family or some friend has ar- 
gued him out of taking insurance. 
There are many demands on him and 
it is very easy for him to sacrifice his 
insurance for a number of luxuries. 
The agent’s mind is free from worry 
when he has secured a settlement. He 
is better able to seek new business and 
devote his energies to other prospects. 








INTERESTING SHOWING 


THERE are very many incidents and 
many statistics produced to show the 
danger of postponing the purchase of 
life insurance. The table gotten out 
by companies showing the number of 
deaths in the various policy years is 
always convincing. The TravELers—has 
recently listed its deaths during the 
several policy years, as follows:

It is, known, of course, that every 
person included in the list underwent 
a physical examination at the time 
he took out his policy. He, therefore, 
was able to: pass the test at the time 
of the examination, yet it is interesting 
to see that of those fresh from the 
hands of the medical examiner 7.8 per- 
cent died during the first two years 
of insurance. The authorities say that 
the advantage of medical selection con- 
tinues for a period of about five years. 
Yet during the five year period 19.4 
percent of all the policyholders who 
died had carried insurance only from 
one to five years. In pointing out an- 
other lesson that the table shows the 
TRAVELERS Says: 


The table is also a very forceful 
demonstration of the advantage of insur- 
ance over saving and investment in pro- 
viding competence for the protection of 
the family. 

The premium of an ordinary life policy 
at age 35 for $1,000, if deposited regu- 
larly in a savings bank, would at 4 per- 
cent compound interest, amount to ap- 
proximately $1,000 in twenty-seven years. 


The premium on a 20-payment life policy , 


at age 30 for $1,000 if deposited regu- 
larly in a savings bank would at 4 per- 
cent compound interést amount to $1,000 
in approximately twenty-three years. 

Over 68 percent, therefore, of those who 
died would not have been able to save the 
amount of their insurance and the meas- 
ure of their failure in dollars and cents 
would vary from almost the total amount 
of insurance in the early years to a con- 
siderable amount even at the end of 
twenty years.

S. W. Jameson is the man who put 
Concord, N. H., on the insurance map. 
With a grip full of advertising litera- 
ture and an idea he went there a 
couple of years ago and has promoted 
a million-dollar life company, half cap- 
ital and half surplus. It is said that he 
went to Concord because it was the 
capital of the only state in the Union 
except Arizona which did not have a 
life company. He did not want to go 
to Arizona, so New Hampshire was 
the only alternative., The company is 
installed in a former governor’s man- 
sion, which has been refitted for a busi- 
ness Office, and is proceeding conserva- 
tively in accordance with New Hamp- 
shire ideas. It has been writing about 
$200,000 a month since the first of the 
year, more business coming from the 
home state. of. New Hampshire than 
any other, but quite a little from North 
Carolina, Tennessee and Kansas. The 
company has followed the plan of en- 
tering such states as offered desirable 
agency openings and it has already 
made a fine start in a number of states. 
It is the United Life & Accident. 


Charles D. Pearce, former president 
of the Citizens National Life, of An- 
chorage, Ky., which was recently taken 
over by the Inter-Southern Life, of 
Louisville, has been elected president 
of the State Trust Company, a new 
banking institution of Maysville, Ky. 
Mr. Pearce was a banker at Maysville 
before entering the life insurance busi- 
ness. 

The thankless, “free” job of being 
receiver for the Hummer Mutual Aid 
Association of Cincinnati has been 
“wished” by statute on Deputy Super- 
intendent of Insurance Frank Patrick 
of Ohio. The supreme court has de- 
cided that the Hummer (a burial insur- 
ance stunt) is not entitled to “hum” 
under the Ohio insurance laws and 
that its affairs shall be wound up. The 
treasury is said to be light. 


L. Brackett Bishop, Chicago man- 
ager of the Massachusetts Mutual Life, 
and ex-president of the National Life 
Underwriters Association, has gone to 
Atlantic City and will remain there un- 
til the annual meeting of the Massachu- 
setts Mutual Agents Association at the 
home office, which he will attend. Mr. 
Bishop, as usual, will participate in 
the deliberations of that body. 

C. E. Gilbert, the veteran secretary 
of the Aetna Life, is very ill. Mr. Gil- 
bert suffered a hemorrhage of his eyes 
and is now supposed to be totally blind. 
He will probably never return to the 
office to work. Mr. Gilbert is one of 
the old time officials of the company 
who had charge of the detail work of 
the life insurance department. 


Theo. F. Ruhland, well known in the 
life insurance field, having formerly 
been secretary of the Northern States 
Life of Hammond, Ind.. and previous 
to that having traveled in the field, 
was in Chicago this week. Mr. Ruh- 
land since the first of the year has 
been in a sanitarium in Milwaukee, suf- 
fering from tuberculosis of the hip. He 





is now getting about some and in a 





few months hopes to be able to return 
to work. He expects to go to the Pa- 
cific Coast, where the climate is milder, 
and make some connection with a home 
office. He says he will soon be in very 
good shape. 


C. F. Wetzel, general agent at Cleve- 
land for the Ohio National Life, is a 
candidate for the city council in his 
city. 


James M. Hudnut, junior secretary of 
the New York Life, is the author of 
several books, one of which—“Studies 
in Practical Life Insurance”’—has had a 
wide circulation, while others, dealing 
with the New York Life itself, have be- 
come a part of the official history of 
the growth and progress of the com- 
pany. There is one book, however, the 
authorship of which Mr. Hudnut ac- 
knowledges with a pardonable pride, in- 
asmuch as it is perhaps the only one 


_of its kind ever issued. It contains the 


casualties. by battles and names in the 
Eighth New York Heavy Artillery 
from Aug. 22, 1862, until the end of the 
Civil War, together with a review of 
the service of the regiment fifty years 
after muster-in. 

Mr. Hudnut, until recently quarter- 
master sergeant of Company D, is 
shown in the records to have been on 
the hospital list by a bayonet wound 
at the battle of Cold Harbor, one of 
the. bloodiest of the war, after which 
time he served his country in other 
capacities along the front until peace 
was signed. He has been with the New 
York Life for over 40 years, his first 
position being that of editor of the 
“News Letter,” since discontinued. 
Several years ago he was promoted to 
the junior secretaryship. 

For the past two weeks a plaster 
cast of the proposed marble bust of the 
late Amzi Dodd, for many years the 
guiding intelligence of the Mutual Bene- 
fit Life, has been on exhibition in one 
of the corridors of the company’s home 
office building in Newark, and friends 
and acquaintances have been coming 
in to view it in order to offer sugges- 
tions to the sculptor, Frank Edwin 
Elwell of Weehauken, N. J. The artist 
had but two likenesses to work from, 
one an old steel engraving and the 
other, a photo of an oil painting. The 
memorial is the result of a resolution 
adopted two years ago at a meeting of 
the Newark Agents Club of the Mu- 
tual Benefit, when it was decided to 
make an appeal to the agents of the 
company all over the country for the 
necessary funds. ‘ 

Mr. Dodd, whose death occurred in 
January, 1913, at the age of 89, was 
associated with the Mutual Benefit for 
50 years, first as actuary and mathe- 
matician, then for twenty years as 
president, and from 1902 until his 
death, as general counsel. 


William A. Watts, president of the 
Preferred Life of Grand Rapids, is not 
only a successful life insurance execu- 
tive, but is something of a fruit grower. 
He has received first prize in the way 
of a silver medal for commercial apples, 
including “Spies” and “Baldwins, at 
the exhibit in connection with the In- 
ternational Apple Shippers convention 
in Chicago, some days ago. Mr. Watts 
apples competed with exhibits from 
many of the famous fruit growing sec- 
tions of the country.

Part the Life Companies Played 


_Nor was it the fire insurance compa- 
nies alone who paid to the property 
owners some $200,000,000 which made 


.the resurrection possible. The life 


companies which build on their faith 
in human nature had the courage to 
come forward before the ashes were 
cold and loan hundreds of. millions 
more so that the city today dressed in 
her best has a very tender spot in 
her heart for insurance men and wel- 
comes them to this year’s convention 
with open arms. 

The morning session of the National 
convention, which convened at the Pal- 
ace hotel because of its convenient lo- 
cation instead of at the Civic Audito- 
rium, was opened by President Willet, 
who introduced Rev. F. W. Clampett, 
rector of Trinity Church and chaplain 
of the San Francisco, Life Underwrit- 


ers Association, who gave the invoca- 
tion. 
Welcomes Were Given 


H. R. Hunter, president of the San 
Francisco association, welcomed the 
delegates as guests of the association. 
He spoke of the pleasure in having the 
leading life men of the country as 
guests of the association and incident- 
ally of the Panama-Pacific Exposition, 
the largest and most wonderful of all 
world’s fairs. He outlined the work to 
be done and the pleasures which he 
hoped would be participated in by all 
and particularly invited the members 
to remain longer than the term of the 
convention and enjoy the beauties of 
the exposition. 


William J. Dutton’s Greetings 


William J. Dutton, former president 
of the Firemans Fund and _ chair- 
man of the executive committee of the 
exposition, welcomed the members in 
behalf of the fair. Mr. Dutton dwelt 
on San Francisco as probably the best 
exampie of what insurance has done for 
any section of the world. The Panama- 
Pacific Exposition, he said, is the first 
national exposition to have recognized 
insurance by having given it a place 
on its program and among its events and 
President Moore is to be commended 
in his desire to have the business of in- 
Surance given full recognition. 


Points Out Mistaken Notion 


The difficulties with which under- 
writers of all classes have had to con- 
tend have been in the mistaken notion 
that the reduction is all to be made 
from the office expenses of the organi- 
zation, said Mr. Dutton. A constant de- 
mand is made for reduction in expense, 
but there is but little attention paid by 
the people generally to the reduction 
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in the cause of the expense, the reduc- 
tion in the loss. That is the vital fac- 
tor in the saving after all, but the main 
feature is the saving of the loss. The 
proposition of safety first is one that 
should interest all and without doubt 
one of the main objects of the Na- 
tional association, as it ‘is of those of 
fire and casualty underwriters, is the 
possible control of the reduction of 
loss by the intelligent control of the 
cause. Fire underwriters are working 
on better control of construction. It 
is a long fight. It cannot be accom- 
plished in a day, but it can be done, 
and as the reductions are. constantly 
made the value of this and other or- 
ganizations will be increased. 


Dignitaries Are Applauded 


Following Mr. Dutton’s address, 
President Willet invited to the plat- 
form all of the former and present offi- 
cers of the association. The following 
were introduced and received with 
cheers: Ex-President Ernest J. Clarke, 
Baltimore; Frank E. McMullen, Los 
Angeles; Chas. Jerome Edwards, New 
York; Hubert H. Ward, Portland, Ore.; 
Charles W. Scovel, Pittsburgh; Treas- 
urer H. Wibert Spence, Detroit; Sec- 
retary J. Henry Johnson, Oklahoma; 
Vice-President J. Newton Russell, Los 
Angeles and Edward A. Woods, Pitts- 
burgh. 

Letters of regrets were read from 
Ex-Presidents Neil D. Sills, Henry J. 
Powell, Richard E. Cochran and former 
Secretary Bolling Sibley and J. Put- 
nam Stevens.

Report on Pacific Northwest 


Mr. Mead, in a spirited address, told 
what had been done in the Pacific 
northwest, particularly during the past 
year, holding that practically every 
state could double its life associations 
through hard work and cooperation. 
Life insurance, said Mr. Mead, should 
play a more important part in schools 
and colleges and a life underwriters’ as- 
sociation should be as a religion to a 
life underwriter because of its educa- 
tional value and the great benefits any 
business can derive from organization. 
Warren M. Horner read his report of 
the education and conservation bureau 
in a way that won the admiration of 
the convention for his scholarly, yet 
practical presentation, of the matter. 

The discussions of the five-minute 
topics conducted by Hubert H. Ward 
of Portiand, Ore., added real spice to 
Tuesday afternoon. : 


Hear From Company Presidents 


Following the five-minute topics 
President Willet called Jesse R. Clark 
of the Union Central Life, president of 
the Association of Life Insurance 
Presidents, and E. W. Randall of the 
Minnesota Mutual Life, president of 
the American Life Convention, to the 
stand. 

President Clark congratulated the as- 
sociation on its wonderful work and 
said that there was every reason under 
the heavens for the two associations to 
work in the greatest of harmony, or 
in other words, to cooperate with each 
other in every good work. He said: 
“You gentlemen were in Cincinnati last 
year. We were glad to have you there. 
We were delighted to have the meet- 
ing and we are going to say to you 
right now that you are going to have 
a better time here in California than 
you had in Cincinnati, and that is a 
good deal to say.” : 

E. Randall, president of the 
American Life Convention, called the 
attention of the delegates to the impor- 
tant part the life insurance agent plays 
in the business of insurance and stated 
that insurance is the greatest business 
in the world. 


Wednesday Morning Session 


The Wednesday morning session opened 
with the reading of the report of the com- 
mittee on taxation by Chairman Edward 
A. Woods. This was followed by the roll 
call of delegations for the purpose of 
learning the names selected for the nomi- 
nating committee. 

Otto Irving Wise, vice-president of the 
Western States Life, before reading his 
paper on “Insurance of Tomorrow,” ex- 
plained to the convention that on the 
theory that short story writers were paid 
these days, not according to the number 
of words in the story, but on the number 
of words they could leave out he would 
attempt to condense his subject as much 
as practicable. At the conclusion of the 
speech a vote of thanks to Mr. Wise was 
proposed by Edward A. Woods, which was 
passed with enthusiasm. * 


Miles Gets Calef Cup 


President Willet then called to the plat- 
form R. QO. Miles, general agent of the 
Connecticut Mutual Life for California; 
Lawrence Priddy of the New York Life; 
William = as | of St. Louis, and C. H. Hat- 
ton of Detroit. 

Mr. Priddy, in presenting the Calef cup, 
paid a very high tribute to R. O. Miles, 
the winner, calling attention to the fact 
that Mr. Miles’ record in winning the Ben 
Williams vase two years in succession 
and the Calef loving cup this year had 
only once been equaled and never beaten. 
Mr. Priddy gave a brief summary of Ben 
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Calef’s life and recommended that some 
action be taken to have all of the papers 
or and circularized in pamphlet 
orm. 

Mr. Miles received a rousing reception 
at the hands of the convention and intro- 
duced* his subject by saying that there 
was an atmosphere of thrift everywhere, 
that the exposition had set aside tomorrow 
as “thrift day” and that it was a fine and 
healthy state of affairs.

The fact is that in Hartford insur- 
ance is a fully commercialized industry. 
The people invest in insurance stocks 
as they do in automobile companies 
in Detroit or breakfast food stocks in 
Battle Creek. It is true the Phoenix 
Mutual and the Connecticut Mutual 
are not stock companies, but they are 
in the minority. The Connecticut Mu- 
tual is a staid old company which since 
the death of Jacob L. Greene is con- 
tent to go its own way without much 








regard to other companies or contact 
with them. It is perhaps the most 
conservative of all the mutual compa- 
nies of the country. Its office is care- 
fully guarded against the outside world 
and few casual callers gain access to 
the inner chambers. 


Not a Positive Force in the Business 


It is said that Francis Goodwin, one 
of the great financiers of New England, 
whose grandfather started it, and who 
is a cousin of the late J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, takes a great interest in the com- 
pany. ‘It is no doubt well administered, 
but it is not an active participant in 
the insurance questions of the day nor, 
outside of the benefits it accords to its 
own policyholders, may it be consid- 
ered the positive force in the life insur- 
ance world which it could no doubt, if 
it wished, become.

The Standard Reserve Company of 
Lincoln, Neb., the new life company 
organized by L. G. Brian, former insur- 
ance commissioner, plans to write fu- 
neral benefits only. It* will not write 
more than $200 on a single life. No 
medical examination will be required, 
but the application contains a rigid 
statement as to the health of the appli- 
cant.
